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Zoners Can't Give Special Use 
Tie Vote Blocks Approval 
For Nantucket Cove Plan

Locked into a tie-vote, Schnumburg's 


Zoning Board of Appeals Is unable to rec- 
ommend B-2 (business) special use 
planned unit development zoning for 
Miller Builders Nantucket Cove. 


However, findings-of-fact from a public 


hearing on the proposal, planned for de- 
velopment on. a 141-aere site at Roselle 
and Wise roads, will be presented at the 
March 28 village board meeting. 


Proceedings initiated in late January 


reached an impasse during Wednesday's 
continued hearing when builders' repre- 
sentatives and zoning board members 
e x p r e s s e d widely differing inter- 
pretations of planned unit guidelines sug- 
gested by the village. 


Recommendations stipulate that 50 per 
ent of each planned unit development 
remain open space; zoning board mem- 


bers contend that each area of varying 
residential housing in a development 
hold to the same ground cover. 


In preparing their plan, Miller Builders 


have tailored their project to leave SO 
per cent of the total development in open 
space. 


IN THEIR TOWNHOUSE and con- 


dominium areas, 
the builders have 


allowed more open space than in apart- 
ment sectors of the development, 


"A person who occupies a rental unit 


basically looks at it as a place to sleep, 
eat and reside temporarily but who has 
little need for open space," said Chester 
Moskal, director of land improvements 
for the Skokie builder. 


Moskal noted, however, the reverse is 


true of townhouse and condominium 
areas in which numbers of families are 
found. 


Russell Parker, zoning board chair- 


man, expressed concern for apartment 
dwellers in the planned development 
"who would not have access to the open 
space" available to those in the other 
residential units. 


The development would contain 541 


apartments, 303 townhouses, 384 four-unit 
condominiums, 44 single-family homes 
plus a iG-acre shopping center. 


An abortive motion for approval came 


from Dr. Martin J. Coniglio who obtained 
support from members Lowell Taylor 
and Andrew Winskas. 


Parker, Chester Mayner and Harold 


Caffaretta voted against planned unit de- 
velopment zoning for the project. 


In the discussion, zoners stressed the 


increase in traffic on Roselle Road which 
would result from Nantucket Cove and

Calling the fire district's comments 


"political slander" and "stupid," Village 
Trustee Edward Hennessey questioned 
whether the fire district had already de- 
cided the committee's work since the let- 
ter offers several options for fire service 
in Winston Knolls. 


Committee member and fire district 


president, Mark Dick said the letter was 
merely a response to Downey's state- 
ments. He said the fire district still 
wants to meet with the village. 


In a study issued last week, Downey 


said he is in favor of municipal operation 
of the fire district. He added he does not 
wish to undermine the work of the com- 
mittee. 


Committee chairman Dyrle Rathman 


said in the future he would like all re- 
ports of that nature to come directly to 
the committee. 


"TELL DOWNEY THAT," said fire 


district trustee Jack Callison, who with 
Dick represents the fire district on the 
committee. The trustees contend Downey 
disregarded the committee in releasing 
his report. 


Both Rathman and Hennessey stated 


they have not formed an opinion about 


the fire district operation, and would util- 
ize the mayor's report as data. 


The discussion of the mayor's report 


and the subsequent fire district state- 
ment came after Dennis Symbal, presi- 
dent of the Winston Knolls Homeowners 
Association, and Barbara Vidmar, a Win- 
ston Knolls resident, questioned why that 
subdivision was being used as a political 
football. 


Both contended the fire district had ap- 


proached the Winston Knolls residents 
for the past two years seeking to have 
them annex themselves into the fire dis- 
trict. 


"Why accuse the village and the may- 


or of wanting to do something for Win- 
ston Knolls when you have been trying 
the same thing for two years?" Mrs. Vid- 
mar asked. 


The fire district had accused Downey 


of playing favorites with Winston Knolls 
at the expense of the rest of the village 
with recommending the village takeover 
of the fire district. 


BOTH CHARLES KNAPP, fire district 


trustee and Francis Kelly, the fire dis- 
trict attorney, explained the district 
would like to have Winston Knolls, but 
sufficient revenue is not available from

Protest Plan 
For Complex 


Residents of the Highlands East single- 


family area in Hoffman Estates will at- 
tend Tuesday's Schaumburg 
Village 


Board meeting to protest a proposed 
1,428-apartment complex to be built in 
four 12-story buildings at Hillcrest Boule- 
vard and Roselle Road. 


"We're interested in this meeting to 


follow the situation," said Ralph Piwko, 
262 Pierce Rd., Hoffman Estates. 


Piwko said he was speaking for about 


45 residents of the Highland East area, 
which is roughly bordered on the north 
by the tollway, on the east by Roselle 
Road and is adjacent to Schaumburg vil- 
lage boundaries. 


The residents object to the proposed 43- 


acre development, zoned for apartments 
in March, 1969, contending it might af- 
fect surrounding property values, over- 
load the schools, create traffic problems 
and bave a negative environmental ef- 
fect. 


AMERICAN Housing Systems Inc., de- 


velopers of the project, are seeking site 
plan approval from the village of 
Schaumburg so it can proceed with con- 
struction. The matter was referred to the 
village board Tuesday after the Schaum- 
burg Plan Commission decided it didn't 
have jurisdiction in the case. 


The plan commission said it only baa 


the authority to make a recommendation 
on the site plan approved when the origi- 
nal zoning was allowed.

Rule Portion Of Primary Law Invalid

A panel of three federal judges has 


ruled that a portion of Illinois law which 
prohibits voters from switching political 
parties within a 23-month period is un- 
constitutional. 


The judges voted 2-1. Chief Judge Lu- 


ther M Swygert of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals wrote the majority opinion and 
U.S District Judge William J. Bauer 
concurred. 


U. S. District Judge Abraham L. Ma- 


rovitz dissented, but all three judges con- 
curred that the state requirement of a 
declaration of party affiliation in prima- 
ry elections was within the constitution 


"ITS EFFECT on voters is minimal 


and it is justified by the state's com- 
pelling interest to prevent voter fraud," 
they said. 


On the party-switching issue, Swygert 


said the major question was whether the 
state had a "compelling interest" in the 
closed primary device. 


He said the 23-month provision "has 


the effect of attaching penalties to affilia- 
tion and disaffiliation since voters may 
not change parties during the 23-month 
period without being disenfranchised in 
the party primary of their choice." 


Swygert noted the law is supposed to 


protect the state in guarding against any 
distortions of the electoral process in 
general and in maintaining the integrity 
of the two-party system in particular.

political party vote in the primary of an- 
other party to nominate a weak candi- 
date, he said. 


"BUT 
THE STATUTE sweeps too 


broadly, impeding both deceptive con- 
duct and constitutionally protected activ- 
ities," he wrote. 


"There is no more evidence to indicate 


that raiding is more likely to take place 


than there is of honest switches," Swy- 
gert said. 


Forty four states do not impose re- 


straints of party switching, he said 


This would indicate party raiding is not 


a serious detriment to the multiparty 
system," he said

Housing developers, above all else, are 


pragmatic people. And they are in the 
business to make money. 


So, rather than squawk about giving 


land and money away for schools, they 
sit down with pen and adding machine 
and adjust their figures to assure a prof- 
it. 


"Let's face facts, we developers get 


uptight about this but the guy who ulti- 
mately pays the bill is the consumer," 
said Roy Whitehead, regional director of 
Multicon Corp., developer of Hilldale Vil- 
lage apartments in Hoffman Estates. 


Whitehead says builders add the cost 


of school contributions, whether land or 
cash, to the cost of a unit, whether ren- 
ted or mortgaged. 


LIKE THE OTHER developers inter- 


viewed, Whitehead says he is not opposed 
to contributions of a "reasonable na- 
ture." He, however, is "opposed to a 
mandatory contribution decided by a few 
individuals in a community." 


The developers oppose a law (such as 


Senate Bill 658) which proposes giving 
municipalities the power to create ordi- 
nances setting their own standards for 
builder school contributions. The devel- 
opers are afraid local officials may get 
too greedy. 


If such a bill has to be passed, the 


developers generally concur the stan- 
dards should be determined by state and 
federal officials and not by municipal of- 
ficials. 


Robert Craig, regional general man- 


ager for Levitt and Sons, Inc., a major 
Schaumburg developer, doesn't 
fully 


agree with the other developers. 


"I would favor any law that could be 


applied to everybody even if it wasn't 
statewide and could only be applied at 
the village level," he says. Levitt builds 
both single-family and multiple units. 


Craig claims he has "seen too many 


cases where one builder goes in for zon-

Hoffman Estates, Advertising Vice Presi- 
dent Len Birnbaum said he would be 
against Bill 658. 


But if it is passed, he prefers state 


standardization which would put all de- 
velopers in "the same boat." 


What's more, there is no reason it 


couldn't be standardized, Birnbaum in- 
sists. "The problem is universal."

the area to build a station there. 


The fire district has proposed to take 


over the area, but contract with the Pal- 
atine Rural Fire Protection District for 
service. 


The Palatine department currently ser- 


vices Winston Knolls, but at a tax rate of 
about one-fifth of what the same service 
would cost if the Hoffman Estates fire 
district contracted the service. 


Symbal said residents wanted some

"I do agree it is a reasonable request 


to ask for school and park sites as long 
as the requests are kept reasonable," he 
says. Robin has agreed to donate almost 
16 acres of school and park sites in con- 
nection with the phase two multi-unit de- 
velopment. 


"I favor statewide standards," Kant 


adds. 


Bill 658, if passed, would be subject 


only to "judicial review." Whitehead, of 
Multicon, fears ff local villages create 
such ordinances they will be overturned 
by the courts as being "discriminatory." 


A LAW ALLOWING municipalities to 


set their own standards could become a 
tool to raise "standards in a community 
beyond the reach of poorer people," 
Whitehead suggests. 


"Because of the lack of standard- 


ization, legislation of this nature may not 
stand the scrutiny of higher courts," 
Whitehead speculates. "They may de- 
clare it to be discriminatory." 


And, he suggests, the first person to 


file suit would likely be an irate devel- 
oper. 


"Certainly somebody is going to test It 


on the discriminatory issue," agrees 
Richard Regan, Hoffman Estates Plan 
Commission chairman. That would be a 
risk a village would have to take, he 
adds. 


Robert 0. Atcher, mayor of Schaum- 


burg, does not necessarily agree with ei- 
ther Whitehead or Regan. Schaumburg 
has never "been sued," protesting the 
school contributions Atcher points out. 
He doesn't see why a law on the books 
should change anything. 


"Some developers have been unhappy 


occasionally," Atcher admits. "But they 
have to understand that they are bring- 
ing a tax load into the community in the 
form of children." 


So, the mayor says, they should be 


willing to help ease the load.

Hike Is Delayed 


Utilities waiting for the green light on 


rate hikes, among them Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co., will have to bide their 
time at least another two weeks before 
the national rate freeze expires. 


The Price Commission originally set a 


March 10 deadline for its month-long mo- 
ratorium on utility rate increases. 


Commission chairman 
C. Jackson 


Grayson now says that the freeze will be 
extended to March 25 or "such earlier 
date" as a utility proves its price in- 
crease is in line with new regulations, 


NEW PRICE commission regulations 


will be released some time next week. 
The freeze applies to privately owned 
utilitie. Public utilities are exempt from 
the freeze. 


Illinois Commerce Commission (ICC) 


hearings continued in Chicago this week 
on Illinois Bell's petition for an interim 
service rate hike. The utility asked for 
this "stop-gap financial relief" on Feb. 
15 following several months of ICC hear- 
ings oa its original rate boost proposal 
made in September, 1971. 


In its original request, Illinois Bell 


asked for rate increases averaging 20 per 
cent in Chicago and SO per cent in the 
suburbs. This would net the company an 
additional $182 million a year, 


The interim rate hike proposal would 


net the company $122 million a year. 
This would mean an average increase of 
14 per cent in Chicago customers' bills 
and 20 per cent increase for suburban 
users' bills. 


The city of Chicago, the Independent 


Voters of Illinois (IVI), and a number of 
individuals, businesses and organizations 
have Joined in opposition to the Illinois 
Bell rate hike proposals. An IVI spokes- 
man indicated earlier that the basic ar- 
gument against the service rate boost is 
that it is not directly related to the cost 
of providing service, 


CONTINUING FINANCIAL problems 


caused by inflation and a lingering reces- 
sion plagued the utility over the past 
year, according to the Illinois Bell an- 
nual report released this week. The com- 
pany had earlier cited the rising costs of 
taxes, wages and its construction pro- 
gram in its bid for higher service rates. 


Illinois Bell spent $387.7 million for 


construction in 1971. This marked the 
second straight year that the company 
reported more than $1 million a day for 
service expansion and improvement. 


An estimated $438 million will be spent 


for construction programs this year. C. 
L. Brown, Illinois Bell president, in- 
dicated that because of the adverse ef- 
fects of rising plant investment per tele- 
phone the construction budget may have 
to be reduced,

Whether Munoz is or is not a doc- 


tor remains to be decided, as does 
whether he should be held respon- 
sible for any or all of the deaths of 
26 patients under his care. 


It is distressing, however, to re- 


alize the DRE, responsible for li- 
censing in the state, apparently is- 
sued the man a temporary license 
to practice without checking into 
his credentials and in spite of his 
repeated failure to successfully 
complete the state medical exam- 
ination. 


This entire incident further in- 


dicates patients in state hospitals 
are often subjected to second-rate 
care in that temporary licenses are 
issued only to physicians working 
in state hospitals 


The problem with the DRE is not 


limited to the Munoz episode, how- 
ever. There is evidence of other 
questionable 
and 
inconsistent 


methods with the agency.

and other medical agencies about 


No Cold Showers 


A heart specialist has thrown 


cold water on the idea of cold 
showers as a health tonic. 


Especially after exercise, cold 


showers can trigger heart attacks, 
says Dr. Roderick W. Childers, as- 
sociate professor in — take a deep 
breath — the Cardiology Section 
of the Department of 
Medicine 


in the Division of Biological Scien- 
ces of the Pritzker School of Medi- 
cine at the University of Chicago. 


' ' C o l d showers cause rapid 


changes within the body." he ex- 
plains. "The blood vessels near the 
surface contract to reduce the 
amount of heat being lost through 
the body's surface. Soon after- 


wards, the pulse rate increases. 
Meanwhile, the blood pressure is 
sharply elevated. This results in an 
increased work load for the heart." 


Although there is no data to 


prove a cause-and-effect relation- 
ship, Childers notes that Scandina- 
vian countries, where taking cold 
showers and ending a hot sauna 
bath with a plunge in the snow are 
popular, have the highest coronary 
death rates in the world. 


But for those addicted to cold 


showers, he has one slightly cheer- 
ing thought: If you survive the 
shower, you can be reasonably 
sure that your heart is in good 
shape. 


How Can I Be Sure You're A Real Doctor? 


Dr. James Middleton as far back 
as 1968. There was little or no re- 
sponse to those complaints, how- 
ever, until the Des Plaines physi- 
cian, recently convicted of sexually 
assaulting one of his patients, was 
criminally charged by the state. 


Only then did the DRE find that 


Dr. Middleton's license had been 
revoked in Missouri and that he 
used "fraud and deceit" to obtain 
his Illinois license. 


While the department revoked 


Dr. Middleton's license before he 
was brought to trial, in a similar 
case they did not even begin to re- 
view the case of a DuPage County 
dentist until after he was tried and 
found guilty of sexually assaulting 
three of his patients. 


T h a t inconsistency remains 


unexplained, as do other similar in- 
cidents in the past., 


In the wake of the Munoz de- 


bacle, Gov. Richard Ogilvie or- 
dered a review of the qualifications 
and credentials of all physicians in 
state service. 


While that is certainly a good be- 


ginning step, we feel the executive 
order does not go far enough. 


The governor should demand an 


immediate and exhaustive review 
of the licensing of every medical 
doctor and dentist in the state to 
assure Illinoisans are being treated 
by qualified medical personnel. In- 
cluded should be a standardization 
of review proceedings. 


Certainly it would be a tedious 


and difficult task, but we feel the 
residents of this state are entitled 
to have the very highest standards.

Utilities Tax Would Hit School* 


Palatine's vijlage trustees are consid- 


ering the adoption of a 5 per cent utilities 
tax on gas, electricity, and telephones. 
This tax is needed, says the village man- 
ager, because Palatine will be $150,000 
short of revenue to maintain present ser- 
vices for '72-73. 


There are several reasons why I op- 


pose a utility tax: 


—Utility taxes are not deductible when 


figuring federal income tax. Real estate 
taxes are. 


—The village manager projects the 


deficit as $150,000. Yet utilities tax

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receipts for the first year are estimated 
at $328,000. The difference, says the man- 
ager, could be used to build a fund for 
financing capital improvements. 


I believe that such a method of financ- 


ing capital improvements would not give 
voters the chance to examine projects 
and approve or reject them by referen- 
dum. 


—Most important, the 5 per cent utility 


tax would have to be paid by schools, 
and by other Palatine taxing bodies. 
(This is true in Arlington Heights, which 
imposed a utility tax two years ago.) 


Our Palatine schools cannot raise their 


educational tax rate without a referen- 
dum. 


Therefore, money for the schools to 


pay the proposed utility tax would have 
to come out of present revenues — re- 
ducing the amount available to spend on 
children and on teachers' salaries. 


In Palatine, we have 13 grade schools, 


two high school*, cod Mvpcr 


Each would have to pay the 5 per cent 
utility tax on their electicity, gas, phone 
bills. As utility rates went up, the tax 
would increase, and divert more money 
from education. 


Trustees have scheduled a hearing for 


9 a.m. Sunday, March 12, at the Palatine 
Village Hall, 54 S. Brockway. Residents 
may attend the meeting, but will not 
have a chance to speak 


In April, before the budget is finally 


adopted, a formal public hearing will be 
held. At that time, citizens will be able to 
ask questions and offer their opinions. 


If this proposed utility tax is adopted, 


all Palatine citizens will be affected. De- 
spite a small proposed reduction in the 
real estate tax, the village manager pre- 
dicts that the average homeowner's vil- 
lage tax would rise by approximately 10 
per cent. 


As a nine-year resident of Palatine, 


I'm concerned. 


I strongly urge all citizens to become 


informed. Learn about the tax. Read and 
study the proposal and the 1972-73 village 
budget. Attend the hearings. 


Make your opinion known to the village 


manager and trustees.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - There1'! no 


business like show business — as execu- 
tives of mamoth Transamerica Corp, 
keep explaining to their stockholders. 


The $3.5 billion corporation has diver- 


sified into a "multimarket service com- 
pany" in hopes of cashing in on the 
growing consumer demand for services. 


Pros. John R. Beckett points out that 


services — as defined by the U. S. Labor 
Department — passed non-durable and 
durable goods in late 1971 as the most fi- 
nancially productive area of the econo- 
my. 


But the company's income has fluc- 


tuated widely during the past three years 
— and nearly all the swings can be at- 
tributed to one subsidiary: United Artists 
Corp. Film revenue is unpredictable. 


TRANSAMEHICA'S 
net 
income 


plunged from $87,2 million in 1969 to $42.6 
million in 1970, then climbed back to 
$61.9 million in 1971. United Artists went 
from a $16.2 million profit to a $17.9 mil- 
lion loss or a $45.5 million loss if a one- 
time production write-off is included in 
1970 to a modest $1 million profit in 1971. 


Becket expects United Artists to do 


better in 1972 because of a reduction in 
the losses of the firm's producing sub- 
sidiary and two movies, "Diamonds Are 
Forever," the latest James Bond caper 
starring Sean Connery, and "Fiddler on 
the Roof," a musical which garnered 
eight Academy Award nominations. 


Despite the problems in its entertain- 


ment sector, Transamerica's 53-year-old 
president argues that services — in- 
cluding real estate, insurance, business 
services, airlines and education — will 
continue to take a larger share of the 
consumer's dollar. 


Transamerica derives 90 per cent of its 


revenues from service industries, in- 
e l u d i n g Occidental Life Insurance, 
Transamerica Insurance Group, United 
Artists, Trans International Airlines, 
Budget Rent-A-Car, Transamerica Title 
Insurance Co. and the Foreign Study 
League.

lished as a holding company for the Bank 
of America in 1928 but forced to divest 
itself of bank holdings in 1956, had de- 
cided to concentrate on services for two 
reasons — growth potential and "an open 
field."

At least a couple of dozen police de- 


partments would like to speak to a pair 
of Hindu entrepreneurs, apparently cous- 
ins, about a "Hong Kong tailor" swindle 
that's been separating citizens across the 
country from large bundles of US. 
greenbacks. 


A typical experience is that of Susan 


M. of Wisconsin. She'd been aware for a 
number of years of the traveling repre- 
sentatives who set up shop in a local ho- 
tel, take your measurements, let you se- 
lect your material and — presumably — 
arrange for you to get that suit or coat 
made by their Hong Kong tailor at sub- 
stantial savings. 


"I'D SEEN* the ad at least once a year, 


and I thought it was a regular thing by 
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the same people all the time," she says. 
But she got taken for-more than her 
measurements when she ordered a re- 
versible mohair coat almost two years 
ago. She hasn't seen, since then, either 
the coat or the $129 the affable represen- 
tative we shall call Mr. Chitmandu col- 
lected. 


First she wrote the Hong Kong tailor- 


ing establishment he allegedly represent- 
ed. 


"They knew Chitmandu, because I 


guess he's pretty famous," she says. 
"The head of the company was so angry 
he said he'd get Chitmandu if he had to 
come to the States to do it." 


Miss M. got on his trail herself through 


inquiries to the passport office in Wash- 
ington, the Hong Kong police, the U.S. 
attorney general's office — "I wrote ev- 
ery place I thought I could possibly run 
him down." She has learned, from the 
Hong Kong police, the real name of 
"Harry Chitmandu" and a cousin who's 
been working the swindle with him, and 
some of the newer names the pair have 
been using. But there the trail breaks 
down. 


"They drive no cars, so they can't be 


traced by license numbers," says Miss 
M. "They aren't citizens, and they pay 
no taxes, so they can't be traced through 
the federal agencies that U.S. citizens 
have to deal with. They turn up here as 
parasites, and then just disappear." 


THERE ARE, of course, legitimate 


representatives of Hong Kong tailoring 
establishments who make the hotel cir- 
cuit and deliver what they sell. But so 
long as "Harry" and his cousin are 
loose, the buyer can only beware. 


Before handing over any money that's 


supposedly destined for Hong Kong: 


—Ask for the names of customers in 


your community who have had dealings 
with this salesman, and received their 
merchandise. 
With the salesman, by 


name — not with the establishment he 
says he represents. (He can, after all, 
say he's representing Saks Fifth Ave- 
nue.) Phone a couple of satisfied custom- 
ers. 


—Check on the individual, and his 


firm, with the Better Business Bureau, if 
it has a local office. 


—Ask your police department if it has 


a "stop" on a nice Hindu gentleman who 
answers the description of the fellow 
who's offering to get you sewn up in 
Hong Kong.

Bar Warns Against Home Gyp Artists 


The Illinois State Bar Association is- 


sued what is described as an "early 
warning" to Illinois residents to beware 
of gyp home improvement peddlers who 
are bound to be knocking on doors with 
the first sign of spring. 


"People who are anxious to have re- 


pairs or improvements made on their 
property with the first break in the 
weather often do not stop to investigate 
the word or reliability of the person with 
whom they are dealing," the association 
said. These people, it said, are in danger 
of being fleeced of hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars. 


WHILE POINTING OUT that most 


home improvement contractors are per- 
fectly reliable, the ISBA said there are 
certain steps every homeowner should 
take to protect himself against unscru- 
pulous dealers who do shoddy work, use 
inferior materials or perhaps skip town 


with an advance payment from the 
homeowner, 


The bar group recommended that all 


or some of the following precautions 
should be considered by anyone who will 
be contracting for repairs or improve- 
ments to his property this coming spring 
or at any time. 


—Ask relatives or friends to recom- 


mend contractors with whom they have 
had satisfactory experience. 


—Call the Better Business Bureau As- 


sociation of Commerce to determine 
whether any complaints have been made 
against the contractor. 


—Ask the contractor for references, in- 


cluding names of customers who hired 
him for work similar to yours. Look at 
photographs of those jobs and, if pos- 
sible, visit one or more of them to exam- 
ine the work for yourself. 


—Check the contractor's business ad- 


dress to be sure he has an office and a 
stake in the community. 


—Make sure the contractor carries 


public liability insurance to cover injury 
to others on the work site. 


—Obtain any necessary permits from 


the village or municipal authorities. Gen- 
erally, a permit is required to build a

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Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 would like to know 


what it can be that makes me hear my 
heart beat through my right ear. This 
condition Is almost driving me crazy, be- 
cause it happens every time I am lying 
down trying to get to sleep. I have gone 
to the Eye, Ear & Throat Clinic, but they 
can't find anything wrong with my ears. 


Dear Reader — It is perfectly normal. 


Many people can lie cm their side and 
hear their heart beat. I suppose that a 
person who is more conscious and aware 
of his body is more apt to hear his heart 
beat and, of course, If the heart beats 
very forcefully this is a factor. 


Actually, the force of the heart beat is 


much greater than most people realize. 
In the old-fashioned spring beds you 
could watch the bed move in relationship 
to the heart beat. There is even one de- 
vice, the ballisto cardiogram, which has 
been designed to take advantage of the 
fact that the body vibrates with each 
heart beat. 


These instruments record the actual 


oscillations of the whole body that occurs 
with each beat. There are many vari- 
ations of these including bars that are 
rested on the shin bones and devices that 
are placed on the chest. But they all at- 
test to the fact that the mechanical force 
of the heart beat can cause the entire 
body to vibrate. I tliink the best thing 1 
can tell you is just to stop worrying 
about it. It hasn't anything to do with 
your ears. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you tell me 


why nitroglycerin is prescribed five min- 
utes before a meal? Also what is tincture 
of belladonna for? 


Dear Reader — Nitroglycerin tablets 


are commonly used to relieve chest pain 
caused by heart disease (angina pec- 
toris). They can also cause relaxation of 


the muscles in the esophagus. I would 
guess, however, that the reason the nit- 
roglycerin is being given before meals is 
to prevent any pain or difficulty from the 
heart. Some people who have chest pain 
after eating because of the heart can be 
successfully treated this way. The tablet 
before the meal prevents the chest- pain. 
In a similar fashion, nitroglycerin tablets 
are sometimes prescribed before ex- 
ercise which ordinarily would produce 
chest pain. 


Tincture of belladonna is an antispas- 


modic. It is sometimes used in digestive 
upsets and problems such as stomach ul- 
cers or related disorders. It also has a 
soothing or sedativelike effect. It, too, is 
frequently used in treatment of heart dis- 
ease. Thus, I would think that both of 
these medicines are being given for that 
reason, although it is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that they might be 
used for spasm of the esophagus.

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Marji Bank's Really 'Hooked' On Theater

Marji Bank is one of the rare actresses 


who took her time in filing for an actor's 
Equity card. She waited at least seven 
years. It wasn't that she wasn't good 
enough to turn professional... she sim- 
ply didn't want to. 


With no need to support herself, Mrs. 


Bank found it extremely satisfying just 
actively participating in community the- 
ater. 


It was the chance to read for the role 


of Big Mama in "Cat on a Hot Tin Roof" 
at the Ivanhoe Theatre two years ago 
that served as the final irresistible en- 
ticement. 


Marji landed the role and turned pro- 


fessional. Since that play, she has had 
leading roles in other productions at the 
Ivanhoe and outlying theaters including 
Arlington Park Theatre where she was 
on stage last summer with Ann Sothern 
in "Personal Appearance." 


SHE IS CURRENTLY winding up a 


starring role at Country Club Theatre in 
"Plata Suite." For her performance in 


the three separate vignettes that make 
up the sophisticated Neil Simon comedy 
she has been nominated for a Joseph 
Jefferson award for most promising ac- 
tress. . .which, to be sure, is somewhat 
misleading. 


Marji is in fact new-born to the profes- 


sional stage. Yet it is also true that she 
is a veteran actress, 


"I had never wanted to go profes- 


sional," she said during a recent inter- 
view. "However, I did like what George 
Keathley (director of Ivanhoe Theatre) 
was doing, and the only way I could 
work for him was to go professional." 


Keathley asked her to read for the role 


of Big Mama just as she was beginning 
to rehearse for another play being staged 
by the North Shore Community Guild. 


"I KEPT SAYING no," she said. "But 


then I thought I must be out of my head 
to balance five performances with six 
weeks' worth. After all, I thought, would 
it hurt just to read for the part? 


"To be perfectly honest I never 


thought I could mix the two," she com- 


mented on her acting career and her 
home life. "I am happily married with 
two children." 


Marji's 'two daughters are now in their 


teens and no longer require a mother's 
constant attention. 


"My husband is all for it," she said. 


"He is very generous with his time. I 
couldn't do this unless I was married to 
a very mature, totally secure man who is 
not threatened in any way." Grinning, 
she added, "He doesn't want me to play 
small roles . .. only the leads." 


A GRADUATE OF Northwestern with 


a degree in speech, Marji never dreamed 
of an acting career. In fact she never 
cared to leave Chicago. Her greatest as- 
piration was to land a job in radio. 


And she did. But once Marji got into 


radio, she decided she wasn't cut out for 
it. 


After taking an acting course at Hull 


House in Chicago, Mrs. Bank became ac- 
quainted with the community theaters in 
the area. 


"Until you're in . . .you don't even

realize that there is community theater 
around," she said. 


Acting once even served as a form of 


therapy. Following major surgery Marji 
started rehearsals for one play two days 
after returning home from the hospital. 


"IT WAS A marvelous thing to hap- 


pen," she said. "I had lines to learn in- 
stead of stewing at home. I was leery 
then of staying at home after that pro- 
duction so I asked my husband if he 
would mind if I did the next show. And 
then I got hooked. One thing led to anoth- 
er. The kids were getting older and the- 
ater became very important to me." 


Of the three separate acts that all re- 


volve around different guests who stay in 
Suite 719 of the Plaza Hotel, Marji said 
she enjoys playing in the first, as Karen 
the most. 


"It does have serious undertones," she 


said of the first act, "but I try to keep it 
as light as possible." 


Karen is a middle-aged wife who is at- 


tempting to relive her honeymoon night 
at the Plaza Hotel. Only her husband is 


less than the romantic man she married 
24 years ago. In fact the years together 
have rubbed open running sores. Yet 
through the entire scene, Karen retains a 
witty kind of humor, even when Sam 
tells her he is having an affair. 


WHILE MARJI is certainly not aller- 


gic to comedy and has been recognized 
for her superior performance in "Plaza 
Suite," she does prefer drama. 


"I do not like to be aware of the au- 


dience while I am on stage," she said. 
"If they are laughing it's O.K. Otherwise 
I'm worrying why they're not. With dra- 
ma you can more quickly forget," she 
continued. With drama there is no au- 
dible feedback. 


"I'm not saying the audience isn't im- 


portant, but an actor, I feel, can do his 
best work when working for his own 
sense of reality. The audience whose ac- 
tors are playing to them is being 
cheated. 


"I really like drama," she smiled, "be- 


cause I guess I laugh enough off stage." 


Ce Celea Garner Works 
While Other Folks Play

Leisure time is big business to local 


theaters. For Mrs. Ce Celea Garner, 
manager of Willow Creek Theatre in Pal- 
atine, it means working when most 
people are playing . . . with holidays 
being the most tiring and hectic days of 
all. 


"There is no such thing as can't in this 


work or don't know how," said Mrs. Gar- 
ner who is used to putting in a full seven- 
day work week. 


"In this operation you have to take 


business to heart. It isn't glamorous but 
I love working with the public. I guess 
it's in my blood. 


"I've done this type of work all my 


life," she continued, "only in a different 
capacity , . . booking conventions and 
being involved in a lot of hotel work." 


MRS. GARNER Is at the theater daily 


to see that everything is in order when 
the doors open for the first showing. She 
is responsible for maintaining the theater 
In all aspects, even down to making sure 
the popcorn is always fresh. 


When the janitor becomes ill, she her- 


self must come in earlier to clean up the 
prior night's collection of empty candy 
boxes and beverage cups. 


At ease and confident in her work, she 


does not necessarily consider her job at 
all unusual. But if Mrs. Garner would 
look around, she would find less than a 
handful of women in similar theater 
management positions. 


"The only disadvantage in being a 


woman is that you take a lot of criticism 
from the opposite sex who haven't been 
as successful and who look down their 
noses with such accusations as ... what 
are you doing in this job? It's a man's 
job. 


"I WAS WIDOWED very young and 


have always handled a man-sized job," 
she said. "I couldn't have supported my 
family on a woman's salary." 


While Mrs. Garner said there are few 


problems involved in the actual opening 
of a new theater, the most difficult and 
important task is finding out what the 
residents in the area want to see. 


"We're still acting on a research basis 


to find out what the neighborhood will 
support," she said. "It takes about two 
years to find out. I felt probably family 
type pictures would do well because this 
• is a family environment. 


"Unfortunately it is difficult to get 


families to the theater when they can sit 
home and watch a 'G' rated film on tele- 
vision."'

WILLOW CREEK recently ran an ex- 


clusive Chicago showing of the huge pro- 
duction, 
"The 
Greatest Story Ever 


Told," rated "G." 


"We started 
advertising a 
month 


ahead of time but we still didn't get local 
support. From a questionnaire, we dis- 
covered we had pulled from DeKalb, 
Rockford, Joliet, Hobart and Hammond. 
But we should have been drawing from 
folks in the area. 


"There is no set pattern really," said 


Mrs. Garner when asked what movies 
can always be counted on to draw large 
audiences. Walt Disney's "Song of the 
South" was well accepted she said. Yet 
even Walt Disney films are not always a 
safe bet. 


"About the time we think we have it, a 


film that we expect to go over good turns 
out to be a flop. We have had duds. You 
just like to forget about them." 


WHILE WILLOW CREEK does show 


for the most part films suitable for gen- 
eral audiences, one week last year two 
"X" rated Danish films ran. 


"I was ready to bury my head but 


people came from far and wide to see 
the 'X' films," said Mrs. Garner who 
really has no jurisdiction as to what will 
be shown at the theater. She can only 
write and relay suggestions. The actual 
decision is made by a separate buyer out 
of the area. 


"I run a risque picture and I have 


them standing in lines. That's very un- 
fortunate 
but that's how the 
ball 


bounces." 


Often rerunning • older movies is suc- 


cessful. Receiving comeback support at 
Willow Creek were "Girl In My Soup," 
"Mad, Mad World," and "Funny Girl." 
When movies become classics, they are 
patronized over and over. 


"I LIKE my job and find it most inter- 


esting," said Mrs. Garner. "I feel I am 
accomplishing something for the general 
public. 


"I've made a host of friends and many 


of them even take time out to write let- 
ters to tell me what a good job they think 
I am doing. Sometimes they also include 
constructive criticism, and I always ap- 
preciate that too."

TV Stars Still A Good Bet: James Garner

HOLLYWOOD — There's a constant 


argument raging in Hollywood these 
days. You'll hear the discussion wher- 
ever you go — sets, offices, massage 
parlors, anywhere. It is over the question 
of what good, if any, it does a TV show 
to have a big star for its leading charac- 
ter. 


The anti-star people point to the failure 


of Shirley MacLaine, Anthony Quinn and 
Tony Curtis as proof that star names 
mean nothing to TV viewers. The pro- 
star advocates say that those glitterers 
had poor properties, that given a good 
show they would have done well. 


James Garner, as you might expect, is 


steadfast on the side of stars. lie is. after 


all, one of that elite number. And his own 
NBC show, "Nichols," is holding its own, 
though the jury is still out on whether it 
can be called a success. 


"Stars on TV are still a good bet," he 


says. "All things being equal, the au- 
dience will watch the show that has the 
star." ' 


The problem, of course, is to get all 


those things equal. TV is such a chancy 
medium at best. There are so many ris- 
ky elements over which the star has no 
control — the lead-in, the opposition, the 
night of the week. 


THERE IS another factor to TV, and 


here the star has an edge. It takes 
awhile for the public to get ta know a 
new series. There are many famous 


cases of shows which started off slowly, 
and eventually caught on — "Bonanza" 
and "The Dick Van Dyke Show" are two 
examples. 


A star has the muscle to insist on at 


least a full season's run, which gives the 
audience a better chance to inspect his 
wares. 


"One thing about being a star," Gar- 


ner says, "is that you can get 24 firm 
shows — or you don't play." 


"Nichols," by the time the season is 


over, will be familiar to the home au- 
dience. Garner's deal, which he was able 
to negotiate because he's a big name, 
made that possible. He feels at least he 
will have been able to give his show a 
solid chance. 


He thinks his show is good. It's differ- 


ent, he says, and anything different takes 
a little longer to catch on. 


"I THINK WE'LL make it," he says. 


"We'd finally managed to win our time 
period on Thursday nights when NBC 
switched our time slot to Tuesday." 


It has to last awhile, he says, if he's to 


realize anything from it. 


"There's no money in TV for four or 


five years," he says, "not until you have 
more than 50 shows to syndicate." 


But he says it wasn't the money he 


was after when he decided to do the 
show. He does admit, with his usual 
frankness, that money is nice. 


"I got into acting in the first place," he 


says, "only because it was the only way 
I could make this much money. And 
that's the only reason I'm staying in it. 


"But I finally realized why I'm in TV 


now. It isn't the money — I could make 
more money making pictures. It's the 
challenge. I wanted to see if I could still 
make good on TV, after 11 years away 
from it." 


BESIDES, HE SAYS, the pictures to- 


day are mostly "pornographic non- 
sense," and he wants no part of that 
genre. He's happy with "Nichols," thinks 
it's good — "no matter what happens, 
we've made a contribution in launching 
Margot Kidder and Stu Margolin" — and 
enjoys making it. 


The only thing that he doesn't like is 


that he never gets to see his daughter. 
She's 13, and Garner, most weeks, only 
communicates with her on the telephone.

She 
spoke of her Franklin stove, surely one 
of the most utilitarian inventions, but for 
her it was something quite different. 


"People who live alone, and only 


those will understand the feeling in 
these lines. 


When I am lonely of an afternoon 
Or when a wintry evening closes in, 
I build a fire in my Franklin stove. 
The lively flames are like a friendly 


voice that talks to me and soothes 
my restlessness." 


SHE MAY HAVE been the first to say 


"do your own thing" with this short 
verse about her cat' 


"My kitten loves to chase his tail. 
Well, one can never tell 
what makes another's happiness.

Now 
I, who never knew her, know her, and so 
will many lucky others.

David Niven has friends in all walks of 


life alt over the world — and he'll have a 
lot more as readers finish this book with 
a final nostalgic chuckle and a warm re- 
gard for the author. 


There's something about Niven that's 


not unflappable so much as irrepressible. 
He absolutely refuses to take himself se- 
riously — not the uncaring stepfather 
and ghastly public schools of his English 
upbringing, not his failures or even his 
much more predominant successes in 85 
motion pictures. He doesn't even take his 
sex life seriously — at least not in print 
and likely not in public. 


He loves dropping names and does so 


unabashedly — but it seems to be done 
for the reader's enjoyment, not the au- 
thor's ego. 


Tragedy, when it strikes — end of 


course it does to stars as well as to any- 
one — is related in turn. But then Ni- 
ven's spirit pops up again. 


He tells some very funny stories OD

"The Moon's a Balloon" is one of

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"THE DECLINE OF THE WASP," 


by PETER SCHRAG 


Simon and Schuster, $6.95 


Schrag's WASP is not necessarily the 


stereotyped White Anglo-Saxon Protes- 
tant executive with a home in West- 
chester and memberships in restricted 
clubs. He is the painter of the American 
Dream, the founder of the Puritan Ethic, 
the maker of pre-war movies who de- 
picted WASP Moms making WASP 
apple pie, and so on. As a matter of fact, 
Schrag's WASP doesn't even have to be 
white; Anglo-Saxon or Protestant. He 
just has to be enchanted with WASP-dom 
and wishing he looked more WASPish. 


Schrag feels that the flowers of Ameri- 


can social history have changed into a 
television commercial for plastic roses 
and that in order for America to survive 
such a crisis, it must turn to its multi- 
tude of minority dandelions and ethnic 
morning glories and let them have their 
day in the sun. 


The problem with "The Decline of the 


WASP," is that Schrag doesn't seem to 
know what's going on outside the East 
Coast megalopolis. He obviously has 
done a lot of reading and his thesis has 
merit. But his book is less a sociological 
treatise than one man with a bellyful of 
WASPs.

"STALIN, THE HISTORY 


OF A DICTATOR," 


by H. MONTGOMERY HYDE 


Farrar, Straus and Giroux, $12.95 


British historian H, Montgomery Hyde 


has pored over thousands of pages of 
notes and manuscripts to produce a 
lengthy but incisive account of Joseph 
Djugashvili, "Son of Iron" in his native 
Georgian, or Joseph Stalin, "The Man of 
Steel" of the emerging Soviet Union. 


Hyde draws heavily upon the works of 


the most famous Communists of the 
period — Lenin, Trotsky and Stalin him- 
self —as well as other less important but 
often interesting pawns and knights in 
the chess game of Stalin's rise. He has 
presented a picture of Stalin as cunning, 
totally ruthless and In the last analysis 
simply not very bright, despite occasion- 
al moments of political and military bril- 
liance. 


The story — the biography is as com- 


pelling as a good novel — opens on Jo- 
seph Djugashvili as a young Bolshevik 
revolutionary who also was an informer 
for the dreaded secret police during the 
last days of Tsar Nicholas II. 


Hyde traces Stalin's rise to power, de- 


spite Lenin's growing mistrust of the ju- 
nior member of the revolutionary 
triumvirate. 


The picture that emerges is not of a 


brilliant if ruthless politician-militarist, 
but rather of a cruel, rather dull-witted 
man who never quite escaped his son-of- 
a-shoemaker peasant background in rur- 
al Georgia.

A BRILLIANT FEAT IN MOVIE MAKING 


K'SSTRAWDOGS 
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With "Ntlsson Schmilsson" (RCA LSP- 


4515), we get what is called Harry Nil- 
stop's first "rock" album. 


As this is about his seventh album, one 


could well wonder what he's been doing 
in those other albums. After all, didn't he 
write those two songs for the movie 
"Midnight Cowboy," "Everybody's Talk- 
in* " and "I Guess the Lord Must Live in 
New York City"? 


Well the answer to that question would 


be that he has been doing the same thing 
that he's doing in this album. Sure, there 
are some double-tracking of the vocals 
and a few wails here and there. But 
that's like changing the bottle your fav- 
orite drink comes in. You can still recog- 
nize it by the taste. And Nilsson's taste is 
what sets him apart as a song writer. 


In fact, the biggest surprise about the 


album is the heavy promotional game 
that RCA has played with it. The results 
have been good: the album is selling ex- 
tremely well and the first single taken 
from it, "Without You," is the current 
best selling song in this area. No bad 
for a guy who has been turning out quali- 
ty stuff lor years. 


tME TROUBLE has been that Nilsson 


has always had a rather small public fol- 
lowing, although he has been very highly 
regarded by his fellow song writers and 
singers. 


"Without You" is changing that by 


bringing Nilsson before the record-buy- 
ing public's eye. It's too bad in a way, 
because that song is one of three in the 
album that Nilsson did not write. 


It's a good song, albeit somewhat me- 


lodramatic {"I can't live if living means 
without you"). Certainly, it helps demon- 
strate Nilsson's singing range and his 
use of style. The whole album, in fact, 
seems to have the aspects of a sampler, 
showing all the things Nilsson can ac- 
complish with his voice and pen. It's sort 
of an artist's showcase. 


There is one of his nonsense or fairy 


tale type songs included. It's called 
"Coconut" and only suffers because it is 
too long — a person can take only so 
much nonsense. 


ONE OTHER SONG is extended be- 


yond a reasonable length. This is "Jump 


Tom 
VonMalder 


Into the Fire," which could have easily 
been recorded 
without the long in- 


strumental section, since it does not add 
too much to the song. 


Nilsson does do a good version of the 


rock standard, "Let the Good Times 
Roll" and his own "Gotta Get Up" is a 
good "mover." 


He returns to the ballad form in the 


lamentful "I'll Never Leave You," with 
Its dramatic background of strings and 
horns. This again is Nilsson at his best. 
Here, too, the sense of nostalgia that is 
so much in evidence in <his work can be 
felt. 


NILSSON REALLY doesn't have to do 


a "rock" album. We are much more 
comfortable with him when he is doing 
what he has always done, as in "I'll Nev- 
er Leave You." But now that the public 
knows he is here, Nilsson will hopefully 
continue with his sensitive, engaging 
song writing, the kind that leaves you 
with that nice feeling inside for awhile 
after the last note has faded. 


"Nilsson Schmilsson" is by no stretch 


of the imagination his best album. But 
those who have liked his work all along 
will enjoy it. And those who are getting 
acquainted for the first time should real- 
ize there is a better vintage in the cellar 
already, just waiting to be dug out. 
* * »

When a man says he has been married 


"about 80 years" to a woman who's

his wits for years, with a little bit of help 
from 'his wife, Jane. Ace attributes their 
success as a team — both professional 
and marital — to the fact that they rare- 
ly argue.

Edward Hanrahan: 


Suburbanites 'Don't Face The Terror' Of City Life: Incumbent

"The people in the Chicago Suburbs 


don't even live in America, They don't 
face the problems and tension we face in 
the city." 


Edward V, Hanrahan sat in the "hot- 


seat," but that is nothing new for him. 


The incumbent Cook County state's at- 


torney is seeking reelection to that post, 
but this time he is doing it without the 
assistance of the Democratic Party or- 
ganization he grew up with. 


He started to feel the pressure shortly 


after the infamous Black Panther raid in 
December. 1969. It got worse when May- 
or Richard J. Daley dumped him from 
the county slate and replaced him with 
traffic court Judge Raymond K, Berg. 


It has not diminished since. 
But Hanrahan seems to thrive on the 


pressure. He seems to grow stronger as 
the heat increases. 


While others in his position would have 


thrown up their hands in defeat, Hanra- 
han "feels compelled" to seek reelection 
to one of the most powerful positions in 
the county. 


He sits like a hawk across the table, 


He is calm but creates an impression of 
great potential force, He does not laugh 
often, probably with good reason. His

eyes pierce from beneath an almost con- 
stant frown. 


"I'M INCREDIBLY political," he said. 


"Ever since my days at law school I've 
believe my major activity should be in 
governmental service, there is no life 
more significant. There is no better way 
to use my time and my training." 


He has other reasons for fighting to 


retain his post. 


"I'm appalled by the conditions in our 


society," he explained, "I'm disgusted 
by what I see," he added, referring to 
the names of street gangs scrawled 
across the walls at schools and play- 
grounds in the city. 


Hanrahan said he also Is disturbed by 


what he called "distorted values" of 
society, such as making "folk heroes" of 
street gang leaders, "I want to reassess 
those values and restore safety to the 
streets." 


The Harvard Law School graduate said 


the people in the suburbs forget they are 
a part of the Cook County community. 


"There is no danger in the streets out 


here. No great danger of burglary," Han- 
rahan said. "But I can tell you of a wom- 
an on the South Side who worked two 
jobs and had to take a taxi home at night 
because she was afraid to walk the 
streets." 


That woman, he said, was killed 


recently outside the door of her home 
during a 43 robbery. 


HANRAHAN SAID the public is un- 


aware of the situation and for that he 
blames the news media. He said the 
press pays too much attention to "juicy" 
cases such as the trial of Des Plaines' 
Dr. James Middleton and does not credit 
the police and his office for the job they 
are doing. 


"The people know more ballplayers 


than they do judges, and I ask you, 
which is more important?" 


At the same time he is not uncritical of 


those judges. 


"Some judges are utterly unfit," he 


said. "But more importantly they fail to 
adhere and respond to the attitudes of 
the overwhelming majority of the law- 
abiding citizens of Cook County." 


Hanrahan said the judges are too 


lenient when sentencing people convicted 
of crimes. He said the judges are most 
lenient on embezzlers and cited a case in 
which a man convicted of embezzling 
$90,000 from his employer was placed on 
probation by a "goofy judge." 


The state's attorney said the man 


should have gotten 90 years for the of- 
fense. 


He said it is disgraceful that criminals 


from other areas of the state receive 
harsher penalties than those from Cook 
County, and for far less serious offenses. 


Again he blames the press and the in- 


attention of the public. They also take 
the blame for what he calls the "tragedy 
of crime" in the county. 


"Who talks of the victims of these 


crimes?" he asked, not expecting an an- 
swer. "What happens to the families of 
those victims? Who the hell cares?" 


THE 50-YEAR-OLD Hanrahan (he will 


be 51 tomorrow) said when the street 
gang murderers are finally brought to 
court all he hears is talk about going 
easy on criminals and educating them. 
"We'll hear a lot of crying and whining 
about how disadvantaged he is and that 
his daddy left him at a young age." 


The answer to all this, he said, is for

The former U.S. attorney for the 


Northern District of Illinois also at- 
tacked the bail-bond system and the 
coroner's jury system. 


"Sure I see inequities in the bail-bond 


system. In too many cases the bond set 
by the judges is too low." He cited a 
case in which a doctor was convicted of 
killing his wife but still was allowed to go 
free on bond even after his appeal was 
dismissed by the state supreme court. 


"When the U.S. Supreme Court denied 


to review the case, the mar. was gone out 
of the country." 


The coroner's jury should be replaced 


by a medical examiner, Hanrahan said, 
because it is not particularly effective 
and they are making legal determina- 
tions they are not equipped to make. 


The grand jury system, on the other 


hand, works properly when it gets the 
facts and is told the law, he said, then 
added, ""I don't think that is true in 'the 
case' we all know about," referring to 
his indictment. 


IN REGARD TO the unfavorable opin- 


ions of the Chicago Bar Association and 
The Chicago Council of Lawyers, Hanra- 
han said, "It's a farce. It's an insult to 
the intelligence of the public." The two 
groups found him not qualified to hold 
office. 


He said he would not appear before the 


CBA because the deck was stacked 
against him. The CCL, he said, "found 
only one man (Donald Page Moore) 
qualified for the job, but he is a former 
member of that group and his campaign 
manager (Judson Miner) is the current 
president of the organization." 


But Hanrahan, who also has served as 


assistant corporation counsel for Chicago 
and as assistant attorney general of Illi- 
nois, noted some worth in those ratings. 


"They criticized me and found me un- 


qualified for one reason — that I have a 
bad temper. You bet your life I do be- 
cause I get plenty sore when I see and 
hear what's happening" in our society. 


"And I intend to keep talking," he

added, "because if I don't the public gets 
shortchanged." 


Hanrahan has an uphill road to climb 


in trying to upset the Democratic apple- 
cart, but he remains cocky and is ex- 
tremely confident. He will not even dis- 
cuss what he will do if he does not win 
the primary. 


He said he is going to win and when he 


does his future relationship with his old 
friends in the county Democratic organi- 
zation "will be up to them." 


"They walked away from me," he

BOO suits! 
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Raymond K. Berg: 


He's Spent More Time Answering Critics Than Presenting 


Platform, But Now Believes His Campaign Is Reaching Peak

Raymond K. Berg, the regular Demo- 


cratic candidate for Cook County state's 
attorney, is the first to admit that he has 
had to run a "defensive campaign." 


Buffeted by successive waves of con- 


troversy concerning known forgeries on 
his nominating petitions and alleged 
fakery during his highly publicized Traf- 
fic Court crusade against drunken driv- 
ers, the mild-mannered Berg has been 
forced to spend more time answering his 
critics than presenting his platform. 


But now he feels his campaign is gain- 


ing momentum and the timing, he says, 
is almost perfect. 


"My reason for running a low-profile 


campaign initially was that I thought the 
other candidates (Edward Hanrahan and 
Donald Page Moore) would peak early, 
and I believe they have." 


BERG, WHO was first elected to the 


Traffic Court in 1966, sees a growing job 
for the state's attorney in the suburbs 
where, he says, crime is rising two or 
three times as fast as it is in Chicago. 


To bring the state's attorney's office 


closer to the suburbs, Berg advocates a 
three-point program that includes mak- 
ing a representative of the office avail- 
able 24 hours a day to advise suburban 
police departments. 


He also said grand juries could easily 


travel to the suburbs to hear testimony 
from suburban residents'rather than re- 
quiring people to travel downtown. And 
he sees no obstacles to conducting cer- 
tain felony trials in suburban court- 
rooms. 


Berg points to his role in modernizing 


and bringing efficiency to the Cook Coun- 
ty Traffic Court, which he calls the finest 
such court in the world. 


He emphasizes his 100 per cent con- 


viction record while assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney for Northern Illinois from 1960-62. 
And if elected county prosecutor, he 
promises fewer indictments but more 
convictions. 


THOUGH OUTSPOKEN in his criti- 


cism of the present. operation of the 
state's attorney's office — he calls it the 
worst in the country — Berg has been 
careful to avoid being caught up in a 
name-calling battle with his two oppo- 
nents. 


He has refused to openly debate both 


Hanrahan and Moore and, except for a 
recent television outburst when he dub- 
bed the incumbent prosecutor "pass-the- 
buck Eddie," -has remained remarkably 
cool throughout the heated campaign. 


When criticized for his close affiliation 


with the Democratic political machine of 
Chicago Mayor Richard Daley, Berg is 
quick to point out that the party king- 
makers came to him, not vice versa. 


"I'm an honorable man. They (the par- 


ty regulars) are honorable men. They 
asked me to run. I didn't seek them out," 
he said. 


If elected, Berg said he would like to 


double the state's attorney's budget, now 
about $6 million, and increase the num- 
ber of attorneys by approximately one- 
third. 


"The office now is completely demora- 


lized," Berg said. "The turnover among 
prosecutors is about 50 per cent and I 
think we have to fight for increased sala- 
ries." 


HE PERSONALLY believes that most 


of the proposed budget increases could 
be paid for through federal law enforce- 
ment grants which, he says, Hanrahan 
has failed to secure. 


With experience as judge and prose- 


cutor, Berg said he personally is opposed 
to capital punishment but, as state's at- 
torney, he would demand it if the U.S. 
Supreme Court decides to uphold its con- 
stitutionality. 


He has promised to liberalize bail 


bonds but has sharply criticized Hanra- 
han for what he calls the "wholesale plea 


bargaining" now going on in the county 
courts. 


"This kind of bargaining only encour- 


ages a person to commit a serious crime 
because he feels sure that, if appre- 
hended, the right lawyer will almost cer- 
tainly be able to get the charges re- 
duced." 


Donald Page Moore: 


An Upheaval In The Machine Ranks Gives Him A Boost 


In The 'Battle For Cook County,' This Reformer Believes

If there Is one local political battle that 


has captured the astonished gaze of the 
rest of the nation this spring, it is the 
battle for Cook County. 


Like watching great clashes of arms 


from afar, the state and the nation watch 
hi silent attention while three men fight 
for the control of the powers of prose- 
cution in Cook County, Illinois — and 
thus the control of the county's political 
system itself. 


The three men are a reformer, an or- 


ganization Democrat and the present in- 
cumbent — the quicksilver Edward Han- 
rahan, who jousts with first one side and 
then the other as if his enemies are all 
about him — as indeed they are. 


Much has been said about Hanrahan 


and much has been said about Judge 
Raymond K. Berg, the organization man 
who fell into suspicion by some the day 
he was named to run for the office. 


NOW COMES another plaintiff for the 


publicweal, a reformer and silk-stocking 
lawyer, a man of intellect and changing 
natures, a man who claims to be "a wor- 
shipper of the law" but who also admits 
that the office of state's attorney is 'a 
"bloody good pulpit" for the howls of dis- 
content. 


The reformer is Donald Page Moore of 


Barrington. and his plea is the song of 
the reformer everywhere: it is time for 
change and no change can be made 
wthout a dramatic departure from estab- 
lished practices. 


Although Moore is running in the 


Democratic primary, he gauges his cam- 
paign as one of Independence from party 
ties. In fact. Moore says his original 
campaign was. as it is still, a protest 
candidacy against the structure of Cook 
County power. 


What made Moore's original protest 


candidacy one that must now be recog- 
nized as a serious attempt to wrest away 
control of Cook County is the somersault 
of the Democratic organization itself 
which results now in a three-man race 
where, there should have been only two. 


Moore says the original goal of his dis- 


sident group was to run a candidate 
against the restated incumbent Ed Han- 
rahan. When the Democratic Party in 
Cook County dropped Hanrahan in favor 
of Judge Berg and Hanrahan decided to 
run anyway, the race suddenly became a 
contest that eould be won by gaining only 
a tittle more than a third of the vote. 


It was a turn of events faw eould imag- 


ine — except perhaps hungry reformers 
who dream Impossible dreams. 


NOW FACED with the possibility of a 


genuine contest instead of a rout, Moore 
decides to run. The odds are still high 
Against him. yet he sees the issues of the 
election as many and as varied as the 
many sides of corruption in Cook County, 
and thus enough to stoke the fires of dis- 
content. 


Moore's theme is that Cook County has 


a great need for a "professional prose- 
cutor, not a politician." He will, if elect- 
ed, draw upon experience as a special 


prosecutor for the U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment under the late Robert E. Kennedy. 
His case histories include the prosecution 
of Bobbie Baker and Clifford Jones, for- 
mer lieutenant governor of) Nevada. 


Moore's Justice Department service 


also saw him involved in the trial of 
James Hoffa, and appointment as acting 
U.S. attorney of West Virginia. 


He now is a partner in the Chicago law 


firm of Pope, Ballard, Shepard and 
Fowle. 


Moore sees the job of prosecutor as the 


advocate of the people in legal matters. 
He views the role of the prosecutor as a 
searcher for truths in the courtroom and 
among the volumes of codified instruc- 
tions from a people's government to 
themselves. 


"A prosecutor has won when justice 


has been done," Moore says. "Conviction 
or acquittal is not as important as the 


preservation of justice — justice, that's 
the main thing." 


BUT HOW is justice pursued in Cook 


County? What open lanes or back alleys 
are the way to justice? Moore believes 
that path is the one that attacks what he 
calls the "corrupt machine." 


"If the machine once again controls 


the state's attorney's office, the office 
will never enforce the law against the 
county assessor," Moore says. 


"There exists in Cook County a form of 


institutionalized corruption of the asses- 
sor's office. It is a neurotically closed 
system and it is possessed of the awe- 
some power of government's defensive 
secrecy." Moore says he intends to at- 
tack the viscera of Cook County govern- 
ment through the recruitment of able 
men and by dealing directly with the is- 
sues in the courts. 


He says he will try two or three cases 


a year on his own in the courts to keep 


his voice in the courtroom. 


If elected, he says he will scour the 


law schools and the prominent law part- 
nerships seeking "a moral commitment" 
from young lawyers to join his effort. 


"It will be," he says, "the greatest 


thing since Dewey went into New York. 


"No one man can do it alone," Moore 


says, "but with help it will be exciting."

Income you receive Is considered taxable 
under the Illinois income tax act, with 
the following general exceptions:

it off in Barrington. They lost their fine 
guard and high scorer Bill Ark us by in- 
jury in the first period of the first region- 
al game, but they've scrambled their 
way to within one victory of one of the 
most coveted goals in high school snorts. 


There are times when an injury can 


pull a team together, and maybe that's 
what has happened to Conant. It's a bit- 
ter blow when a player the caliber of 
Arkus is sidelined, but kids can react to 
pressure situations in many ways and 
the Cougars have reacted positively once 
they recovered from the initial shock. 


It's only fitting that Redlhger and his

Being able to follow through 
from beginning to end is pleas- 
ing and makes the whole thing 
work for me." 


He got his comedy start by 


writing material for Imogene 
Coca on "The Show of Shows." 
Since the. he's w r i t t e n for 
hundreds of performers, but 
singles out Jack Benny ("the 
character is so deeply set") and 
Lucille Ball ("she's such a-fan- 
tastic performer") as among the 
most enjoyable to work with.

Island, New York, sums up the

"I'm all for a strong 'teaser,' 


but this is ridiculous!" James 
Garner was saying. 


Television producers cons- 


tantly strive for an exciting 
"teaser" (the opening scenes 
before the first commercial ) to 
grab and hold an audience. 


BUT IN "All in the Family " 


the Tuesday, March 14 episode 
of NBC Television Network's 
"James Garner as Nichols," the 
"teaser" is a shocker. 


Nichols, attempting to arrest 


a local bully who has just 
wrecked a saloon, is shot dead. 


"I don't get killed too often," 


Garner said on the set, "so it 
takes some getting used to. But 
I must say, I did it with style." 


IN 20 YEARS as an actor, 


Garner has onlv been killed 


once before. It was more than 
IS years ago in his first film, 
"Toward the Unknown." 


For "All in the Family," a 


special effects man wired 
Garner from behind and gave 
him a healthy jerk backwards 
when the bullet supposedly hits 
him in the chest. 


Actually, Garner is not put 


out of work by the scene. Play- 
ing a dual role, he rides into 
town in the next act as Nichols's 
look-alike brother, a character 
also named Nichols. 


"I'm a stronger character as 


Nichols's brother," Garner said. 
"I'm less the reluctant hero and 
more of an activist. 


"And I'll be packing a gun 


the next time I try to arrest 
someone."

Glass And Paper 
Recycling Drive 
Is March 18-19 


One of the final glass and paper recycl- 


ing drives for Elk Grove Village will be 
held next weekend. 


The Women's Auxiliary of the Veterans 


of Foreign Wars will provide the man- 
power for the drive, which will be held 
March 18 and ID. 


The drive, and another one in April, 


are expected to be the final ones held 
before establishment of permanent glass 
and paper receptacles for the village. 
The Elk Grove Village Board has grant- 
ed sponsors of the drives use of an area 
behind the main fire station at 901 Well- 
ington for the receptacles. 


The permanent receptacles are to be 


put up in May when the area adjacent to 
the village hall parking lot is ready for 
asphalting. The Monarch Disposal Co. 
will supply the glass bin and Pioneer Pa- 
per Stock Co. will provide the paper bin. 


Monarch will be reimbursed for the 


glass bin from procefrds from the collec- 
tion of both glass and paper. After the 
bin is paid for. additional proceeds will 
be used for village beuutlfication. 


"After considerable thought and en- 


couragement from the community I have 
reconsidered my decision not to run," 
Neuhauser said. "My wife has obtained a 
petition today and after I get the proper 
number of signatures it will be filed." 


Originally Neuhauser, who was elected 


to the board in 1969, said he would not 
seek reelection in order to allow voters 
to "have new blood" on the board and 
because of job pressures. 


Yesterday, he pointed out only one can- 


didate, Albert Domanico of Elk Grove 
Village, has filed for the two vacancies 
on the board and said that influenced his 
reconsideration. 


"I BELIEVE my experience and prov- 


en interest in education will be beneficial 
to the board and the community," he 
said. "There is nothing more important 
than providing our children with a quali- 
ty education." 


Neuhauser added that, if reelected, he

Librarian Knew What Books Lacked 


A group of Elk Grove Village students 


found just the resource they needed 
recently for a paper on the new nation of 
Bangladesh in the Elk Grove

But the resource wasn't one of the li- 


brary's books. It was Bhupinder Kalra, a 
librarian who has been working part- 
time in the adult section of the library. 


"We sat down and I talked to them for 


about an hour and explained what I knew 
about it," the native of the Punjab state 
of India explains. 


Kalra, who works full-time at the Niles 


Public Library in addition to his part- 
time job, says he always trys to explain 
to library patrons where he is from be- 


cause "they are curious," but once that 
hurdle is out of the way, he guides them 
to the books they need. 


Kalra has been in the Chicago area 


sinue December, 1970, after completing 
his studies in library science in Canada. 
He moved to Elk Grove Village last No- 
vember and shortly after that he came to 
work evenings at the library. 


He often is invited to visit schools in 


Niles to talk about India, he says, and 
finds that Americans do not always have 
an accurate picture of his native land. 
"India is a vast country and you can get 
each and every type of climate and each 
and every type of problem there. You 


can see great poverty or great wealth. It 
all depends on your nature and what you 
want to find," he says. 


KALRA, HIS WIFE and three children 


moved to the village so he could be 
closer to his work and so far are fairly 
content in the new Centex development 
west of Rte. 53. "It's a little bit muddy 
and there are traffic jams, but it's OK," 
he says. 


The one problem he has discovered, is 


the fact that the part of the village in 
S c h a u m b u r g Township (about 1,100 
acres) is in the Schaumburg Township 
Library District and also pays taxes to 
the village library. 


"We are going to be paying double 


taxes," Kalra says, visibly irritated. 
"There aren't many people over there 
yet and it's a new community so nebody 
knows where they stand. I hope some- 
body does something about that." 


Except for those irritations, however, 


Kalra is enjoying his new home town, 
and is amused about the reaction from 
some of his fellow staff members at the 
library — who wanted to know if there 
was some significance to the color of his 
turban each day. 


"It doesn't change color for a reason," 


he says, laughing. "I just decide what 
color I want in the morning. Sometimes 
it depends on what is available and 
what's in the wash."

Sen Charles M. Percy learned Thurs- 


day morning that the Army, Navy, Illi- 
nois National Guard and U.S. Army Re- 
serves have plans for the Nike Site in 
Ariington Heights which may run head 
long into hopes for tuning part of the 
base into a regional park. 


Percy, along with mayors and park 


district representatives of communities 
in Wheeling, Elk Grove, Sehaumburg 
and Palatine Township, met with mili- 
tary officials to discuss present and pro- 
jected military uses of the site. 


Because Percy could only spend about 
half-hour at the base, he looked at 


maps and aerial photographs and had 
the installations described by military 
representatives instead of actually tour- 
ing the base. 


"Both the community officials and the 


military officials here seem to be ex- 
tremely rational groups, and I hope we 
can work out a solution for aHl con- 
cerned/' Percy said. He plans to discuss 
the situation further with Sect, of De- 
fecse Melvin Laird. 


"It's a shame that suburbs get so built 


up that citizens feel they have to go to 
Wisconsin to see some green land/' he 
said. 


According to Col William Eichorn, 


commander of the Nike Site, the Army 
has approximately 80 acres of land which 
It is now using, Part of the acreage Is 
being leased by National Guard and Re- 
serve units. 


THE NAVY, he said, has more than 50 


acres of land, which includes a strip of 
the Nike Site along Wilke Road. A pro- 
posal has been made by the Navy to 
build housing on the site within the next 
few years. 


Since no Navy officials were present at 


the meeting, Percy said he will discuss 
possible alternative housing with Navy 
officials at a later date. 


While the 
45th 
Artillery 
Brigade 


recently moved about half of its man- 
power, including the administrative de- 
tachment, to Ft. Sheridan, the reserves 
have plans to increase manpower at the 
site. 


*'We now have between 300 and 377 re- 


serves assigned to the Nike Base and 
plans are under way for the assignment 
of over LOGO reserves to the base," said 
Army Major Michael McDermott. 


MeDermott also emphasized the desir- 


ability of the base as a recruiting station 
for the expanding suburbs. 


Also included on Army property on the 


Nike Site are storage facilities for ve- 
hicles used by men at Ft. Dearborn, 
which has no storage capacity. 


"While it's true that we have only 


about 100 men stationed permanently on 
the base, it's no indication of our need 
for space," Eichorn said. "This isn't an 
office where we need so many quare feet 
per person." 


BIGHORN EMPHASIZED the need for 


open area for drills for the men. 


"We must weigh the need for open 


space in light of national security." Per- 
cy said. "No one will put a park ahead of 
national security." 


Charles Cronin, chairman of the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District board of 
commissioners, assured the military rep- 
resentatives that no major construction is 
planned for the site, in case the land 
should become a regional park, The mili- 
tary, he said, would therefore have full 
use of the area in case of a national 
emergency. 


"I'm glad the military had an opportu- 


nity to publicly present their case," said 
Ariington Heights park district commis- 
sioner Robert A. Stenzel. "A point that 
has not been resolved in my mind, how- 
ever, is whether or not there are alter- 
nate areas available for these military 
operations,1' 


A preliminary survey of the base by 


the U.S. General Sen-ices Administration 
(GSA) 
was completed Wednesday, and 


the results will go to the Washington 
branch of the GSA for interpretation be- 
fore being sent to the U.S. Department of 
Defense.

Mrs. Dan Walker told an audience of 


almost 30 Wheeling women yesterday 
that she enjoys campaigning for her hus- 
band because "I've got a good product11 
to sell. 


The wife of the candidate for the 


Democratic nomination for governor vis- 
ited coffee sessions in Palatine and Har- 
rington as well as the 9:30 a.m. meeting 
with Walker supporters in Wheeling. 


Speaking to a living room crowded 


with women of all ages and several 
young children, Mrs. Walker said that 
her whole family has been active in her 
husband's campaign. 


She said that participating in portions 


of Walker's walk across the state "gave 
the younger children a real feeling for 
what their father was doing." 


*'1T REALLY brought our family much 


closer together," she said. 


The candidate's wife answered ques- 


tions about her husband's positions on 
ecology legislation and on school busing 
to achieve integration. 


"He is against forced busing. He feels 


that he wants to get into a good quality 
education for everybody," she said, ex- 
plaining that her husband was working 
on specific proposals as alternatives to 
busing.

On ecology she said her husband's 


walk across the state has impressed 
upon him the need for doing something 
about pollution. 


"He does feel strongly that the laws as 


they are now must be enforced if they 
are to be effective/' she said. 


She pointed to her husband's con- 


sistency as one of his major attributes. 
She told the Wheeling women that her 12- 
year-old daughter, Margaret, had gone to 
hear her father speak at a campaign 
meeting and had told him afterwards, 
"Daddy, you aren't really any different 
out there than you are at home," 


She said she felt her daughter's 


analysis was perceptive because her hus- 
band is "the same with everybody." 


SHE SAID THAT Walker "has always 


been interested in state government and 
has made it his business to find out how 
it operates, 


"He says that he has talked about good 


state government and now he felt he 
must do something about it or stop talk- 
ing about it/' she told the women. 


Mentioning a recent trip through south- 


em Illinois she made with her husband, 
Mrs. Walker said, "I'm more convinced 
than ever that the vote is there — that 
we're going to win." 


She said she felt her husband's walk 


through the state has "played a tre- 
mendous impact1' on voters downstate 
and that polls have shown Walker lead- 
ing Paul Simon in downstate votes. 


Mrs. Walker said her husband has had 


a "very good response" from young vot- 
ers in speeches at colleges. She admitted 
that while her husband hopes for the 
young vote, "It's a whole new block of 
voters and nobody really knows how it 
will go."

The Mount Prospect Village Board has 


taken a stand on the rezoning attempt by 
the owners of the Lamplighter apartment 
complex, Willow and Wolf roads in unin- 
corporated Wheeling.

About 1,200 homes in Buffalo Grove are

The referendum will be March 18. Buf- 


falo Grove residents can cast their votes 
from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. at the Long Grove 
Fire station, at the corner olf Long Grove

Fire district officials are asking voter 


approval of a special tax levy of 2.5 cents 
per $100 assessed property valuation. 


That means res!dec ts whose property 


is assessed at $10,000 would have to pay 
an additional $2.50 in tax to the fire dis- 
trict. 


The new tax would be in addition to the 


regular fire protection tax, currently 7.8 
cents per $100 assessed valuation.

The letter offers three suggestions if 


the utility tax is approved. First, "that 
an examination be made for the possi- 
bility of exclusion of other taxing bodies 
under an ordinance drafted under the 
home rule provision of the new Con- 
stitution. 


Second, "If no exclusion can be made 


for the taxing bodies, that possibilities be 
explored for rebate of taxes paid by oth- 
er governmental agencies." 


Finally, if neither of the other is pos- 


sible, "to examine by joint committee 
the possibility of a return of services 
equal to the amount of utility taxes paid 
by the school district.

CAP Budget 


The village of Mount Prospect will 


fund $20,515 of the Community Action 
Plan's 1972*73 budget, if a recommenda- 
tion from its public health and safety 
committee is accepted. 


The committee, headed by Trustee 


Kenneth V. Scholten, Wednesday night 
voted to recommend that the village fi- 
nance the CAP program's fixed ex- 
penses. This would come to $20,515 and 
include rent, personnel salaries, tele* 
phones, supplies, equipment and a pro- 
fessional reference library. 


But the CAP Executive Board would 


be responsible for raising funds to cover 
training of volunteers and publicity. This 
has been estimated at $9,285 for next 
year 


A second part of the recommendation 


is that the CAP social therapist become 


an employe of the village, directly re- 
sponsible to Village Mgr. Robert J. Ep- 
pley. 


"I feel this is the way we've got to 


go," Scholten said. "It's built into the 
thing so it can't grow out of proportion." 


HE LANDED the proposed funding 


plan because it makes the community re- 
sponsible for financing the training. "The 
community has got to back the thing. 
This way the people will know the village 
will back the program with money only 
to a certain point. Then it's up to them.'' 


Lawrence Jenness, CAP board mem- 


ber, agreed with Scholten saying, "It is 
good that any growth will have to come 
through volunteer help." 


The CAP board, according to Jenness, 


would continue to function as a fund-rais- 
ing group and would act as an advisory 


body to the village manager, with the 
understanding he need not accept any of 
their recommendations. 


The village board probably will consid- 


er the recommendation at its March 21 
meeting. 


There was a second option considered 


by the committee; however it was not 
accepted. This would have had the vil- 
lage transfer $10,000 earmarked for a 
psychiatrist for police work to the CAP 
program and then match, doBar for dol- 
lar, any contributions received by the 
program up to $9,900. 


CAP is a not-for-profit organization 


that runs the ICE House, a counseling 
center, and the Pump House Hotline, a 
crisis intervention telephone, in Mount 
Prospect. 


Crane Blasts Dem Money Spending 


Congressman Philip R. Crane (R«l3th)

Dan Vondran, negotiator for the Mount 


Prospect Education Association, said the 
organization favors open sessions. 


"I think it would give the community a

Thomas Kearns, a Palatine resident 


with law offices in Arlington Heights,

Kearns said he did not officially repre- 


sent anyone or group in Palatine but ap- 
peared before the ICC "merely to point 
out why there should be no increase for 
Palatine residents. 


"Palatine has a unique position in the 


railroad's schedule of rate increases," he 
told the ICC examiner. Because the vil- 
lage of Palatine last year invested about 
$507,000 in relocation of the train depot 
and expansion of parking facilities, 
Kearns said "we in Palatine differ from 
the rest of the stops on the Northwest 
line." 


He presented a letter from Palatine's 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun which showed 
estimated costs incurred by the village 
for construction of the depot, although 
the letter did not state a position for or 
against the rate increase. 


Kearns said that the increased number 


the enlarged Palatine railroad facilities 
should be a basis for granting the Pala- 
tine commuters relief from the fare hike. 


In the past few years, only the Pala- 


tine and Arlington Heights stations have 
shown substantial increases in the num- 
ber of passengers. The other stops have 
either remaned relatively level in num- 
bers or have markedly decreased, 


THE MAIN reduction in' passengers 


came with the opening of the Chicago 
Transit Authority's train line down the* 
Kennedy Expressway, which moved 
many commuters off the C&NW trains.

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Percy Hears Nike Site Military Plan

Sen Charles H. Percy learned Thurs- 


day morning that the Army, Navy, Illi- 
nois National Guard and U.S. Army Re- 
serves have plans for, the Nike Site in 
Arlington Heights which may run head 
long into hopes for tuning part of the 
base into a regional park. 


Percy, along with mayors and park 


district representatives of communities 
in Wheeling", Elk Grove, Schaumburg 
and Palatine Township, met with mili- 
tary officials to discuss present and pro- 
jected military uses of the site. 


Because Percy could only spend about 


a half-hour at the base, he looked at 
maps and aerial photographs and had 
the installations described by military 
representatives instead of actually tour- 
ing the base. 


"Both the community officials and the 


military officials here seem to be ex- 
tremely rational groups, and I hope we 
can work out a solution for all con- 
cerned," Percy said. He plans to discuss 
the situation further with Sect, of De- 
fense Melvin Laird. 


"It's a shame that suburbs get so built 


up that citizens feel they have to' go to 
Wisconsin to see some green land," he 
said. 


According to Col William Eichorn, 


commander of the Nike Site, the Army 
has approximately 80 acres of land which 
it is now using, Part of the acreage is 
being leased by National Guard and Re- 
serve units. 


THE NAVY, he said, has more than 50 


acres of land, which includes a strip of 
the Nike Site along Wilfce Road. A pro- 
posal has been made by the Navy to 
build housing on the site within the next 
few years. 


Since no Navy officials were present at 


the meeting, Percy said he will discuss 
possible alternative housing with Navy 
officials at a later date.

Percy Hears U.S. Nike Site Plans

Sen Charles H. Percy learned Thurs- 


day morning that the Army, Navy, Illi- 
nois National Guard and U.S. Army Re- 
serves have plans for the Nike Site in 
Arlington Heights which may run head 
long into hopes for tuning part of the 
base into a regional park. 


Percy, along with mayors and park 


district representatives of communities 
in Wheeling, Elk Grove, Schaumburg 
and Palatine Township, met with mili- 
tary officials to discuss present and pro- 
jected military uses of the site. 


Because Percy could only spend about 


a half-hour at the base, he looked at 
maps and aerial photographs and had 
the installations described by military 
representatives instead of actually tour- 
ing the base. • 


"Both the community officials and the 


military officials here seem to be ex- 
tremely rational groups, and I hope we 
can work out a solution for all con- 


cerned," Percy said. He plans to discuss 
the situation further with Sect, of De- 
fense Melvin Laird. 


"It's a shame that suburbs get so built

Our visit to the meeting will be organ- 
ized and orderly. We just want the state 
board to know how some of the students 
feel/' Abrams said. 


The state board meeting will begin at 


10 a.m. in the Medill Boom of the Bis- 
marck Hotel. 


Abrams said his group is chartering a 


bus for the trip from the Morton Grove 
campus to Chicago. "We've gone through 
all the channels to get on the agenda, so 
we're optimistic that we'll be heard," 
Abrams added.

Under the present FAA flight proce- 


dures, in effect for more than a year, 
most night flights that would ordinarily 
take-off over Des Plaines and nearby 
communities are sent over the Northwest 
Tollway area. When a plane reaches 
about 3,000 feet, it is turned toward its 
destination. 


Abrams said the FAA officials sug- 


gested that all flights over the Des 
Plaines area might be diverted in this 
manner during both day and night hours. 


Another of Abrams suggestions, one 


voiced for several years by Des Plaines 
officials and legislators — closing O'Hare 
at night — was not greeted with as much 
enthusiasm, Abrams reported. 


"They said they have no direct control 


over shutting down the airport at night. 
They have no objections, but they said 
this decision would be up to the airport 
operators — the City of Chicago. So that 
leaves us back where we started." 


FAA officials told Abrams that North- 


west Airlines have voluntarily begun new 
take-off procedures to reduce jet noise. 


This procedure has not been adopted 


by the other airlines, the FAA officials 
said, Either the other airlines will be 
asked to conform to the Northwest proce- 
dure, or Northwest will be asked soon to 
return to the procedure used by the other 
airlines, Abrams said. 


This,procedure, similar, to the steeper 


take-off, sharper landing technique advo- 
cated by many officials for several 
years, includes a usual take-off to 1,000 
feet, a slowing of engines, and gradual 
ascent to 3,000 feet, and return to faster 
engine speed, Abrams said.

If a car 
is 7 m.p.h. over the limit, the device 
emits a beeping sound allowing the offi- 
cer to spot the speeder, at the illegal 
speed. 


Once an auto hits more than 10 m.p.h. 


over the limit a special readout device 
automatically registers its top speed. 
Later, if the motorist questions the pa- 
trolman, he can be shown his top speed

as registered by the radar unit. 


The device is also detachable, allowing 


the policeman to step outside his squad 
car, take the radar unit in hand and 
catch the too-quick motorist while stand- 
ing outside his squad car. 


The battery pack lets the radar unit be 


taken some distance from his car and 
allows the traffic cop to point the an- 
tenna in either direction. 


Sgt. Gary Vande Vusse explained the 


new unit is not only better because of its 
flexibility. It's also more accurate and 
less open to questions because the top 
illegal speed of the motorist is automati- 
cally locked in by computer on the read- 
out box. 


Vande Vusse explained the unit is used 


in high accident areas in town 'where it 
has been determined that many of the 
mishaps are due to speeders. 


VANDE VUSSE said the effectiveness 


of the unit in curtailing traffic accidents 
has not been determined yet since it has 
been only used for two months. He 
added, however, that the number of 
speeding tickets given out by patrolmen 
have greatly increased during that peri- 
od. 


The price of the radar unit is $1,875, 


with the cost shared equally by the city 
and the federal government. 


As Vande Vusse said, the purpose of 


the radar unit is not only to catch speed- 
ers but to let the motorists know the 
police have an extremely effective radar 
unit. Hopefully, that alone will make a 
few motorists ease up on the accelerator.

As chairman, he will admin- 
ister the business of the council and be 
responsible for its programs. He will also 
serve OH the board of directors, the exec- 
utive committee and the delegate assem- 
bly of the Illinois association. 


The council, which represents school 


districts with more than 7,000 students, 
was recently created by the state board 
to help urban and suburban school dis- 
tricts study and resolve mutual school 
problems. 


Makela has scheduled a meeting of the 


council March 23 at the Dist. 207 admin- 
istration center. 1131 S. Dee Rd., Park 
Ridge. 


A total of 64 districts belong to the 


council, representing about two-thirds of 
the school children in Illinois. 


Dist. 207, along with elementary dis- 


tricts 62, 63, 64 and 79, hold a joint mem- 
beiship in the council. The four districts 
represent about 33,000 students Katbryn 
Sciez, Des Flames Elementary School 
Dist. 62 board member, is the council 
delegate for the four districts 


Makela, who used to be Mrs. Sciez's' 


alternate, has been a Dist. 207 board 
member for the past five years. An ar- 
chitect, he is chairman of the board's 
buildings and grounds committee. He has 
also served as boaid president and vice 
president. 


He has represented Dist. 207 in seeking 


legislation for increased state support 
and has appeared before the school prob- 
lems commission of the state legislature. 
He has also been active in PTA organiza- 
tions. 


Makela and his wife Lorraine live at 


8051 Octavia Ave. in Niles. 
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disapproved the Maryhill site. They say 
we caused a lack of communication. We 
think we did present our case fully. They 
haven't given us the real story about 
why they pulled the rug out from under 
us," Hartstein said. 


"To challenge them legally because of 


it isn't worth the time and the money it 
will take. And there's a little fuzziness 
among attorneys about who is right and 
who is wrong," he added. 


According to Oakton Atty. Joseph Mur- 


phy, the state board may set criteria for 
sites and approve or reject them, but 
once approval is granted it cannot be 
withdrawn. 


Hartstein said, "Rather than settling 


our squabble with the state board 
through the courts, I think we should :ind 
someone to represent us and someone to 
represent them and let them discuss the 
issue . . . let an impartial committee de- 
cide what is important for the contin- 
uation of our board. 


"We cannot hold up the campus ... no 


matter how strongly we feel about our 
principles and about our right of self-gov- 
ernment, our first responsibility is to our 
students," he added. 


HARTSTEIN URGED residents to sep- 


arate the Maryhill issue from the April 8 
elections, in which four persons will be 
elected to the Oakton Board. 


"We have had resignations, unfortu- 


nately," Hartstein said, referring to the 
Feb 15 resignations of Board Pres. Fal- 
koff and trustee MacDonald because of 
the state board's action. "I hope they 
will run again. They're capable people 
and I hope you will vote for them." 


Summarizing his feelings, Hartstein 


added, "Let's get a new site, tie it to a 
referendum, settle our squabble with the 
state board through an impartial com- 
mittee and vote for our incumbents. 


"I'm not happy about what the state 


board has done. It's a tough thing to 
swallow as a board member. I stood by 
the Maryhill site as a board president 
with my site committee. But the time 
has come for action " 


Speaking for the Concerned Citizens or- 


ganization, Catherine Zjremski of Park 
Ridge criticized the Oakton Board for 
continuing its "purposeless 
efforts to- 


ward a site they can never obtain." 


Mrs 
Zaremski, who later 
praised 


Hartstein for his stand against his col- 
leagues, added, "It would be far wiser, 
and far more likely to cause a favorable 
vote on their referendum, if they would 
bend their efforts towards locating anoth- 
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er site promptly." 


MRS. 
ZAREMSKI said she found it 


hard to believe that "if their studies 
were so professional that they would 
have left themselves totally without any 
other options or any other choice of sites. 


"What good do they achieve by attack- 


ing the state &' Illinois, which is the very 
source of funds and approval of their ac- 
tivities'" she added. 


"It is ironic that they who made deci- 


sions in secret, ran roughshod over pub- 
lic opinion, refused to discuss their rea- 
sons or answer questions, are now com- 
plaining that they are being summarily 
and unkindly treated," Mrs. Zaremski 
said. 


"The Illinois board is to be com- 


mended because it did not take Oakton's 
presentation at face value. The Oakton 
Board should be directing their efforts at 
choosing another site and planning a ref- 
erendum so that the Maine-Niles commu- 
nity can have the permanent campus for 
which it has been waiting so long," she 
added 


After the meeting, Mrs Zaremski said 


her group, consisting of about 100 mem- 
bers plus about 5,000 residents who 
signed petitions against Oakton's use of 
the Maryhill site which were sent to 
state board officials and Gov Ogilvie, 
will support any candidate who runs on a 
platform similar to Hartstem's 


Hartstein, however, is not up for re- 


election. Neither is Gilson, who sided 
with Hartstein against the lawsuit resolu- 
tion. Wauck, who sided with both of 
them, has not announced whether he will 
seek reelection to his expiring term

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Crane Blasts Dem Money Spending 


Congressman Philip R. Crane (R-mh) 


blasted Democratic presidential hopefuls 
who are "trying to buy their way into the 
White House with our tax dollars." 


Crane lambasted the Democrats last 


night in a speech before the Wheeling 
Township Republican Organization. 


Crane said thdt this nation faces a defi- 


cit of $48 billion for 1972 and "we are 
faced with national bankruptcy" because 
of proposals for excess spending. 


"The Democrats have no desire to con- 


trol spending," Crane charged and point- 
ed to prominent Democrats such as Sen. 
Ted Kennedy of Massachusetts for what 
Crane termed, "profligate spending." 


CRANE CHARGED the Democrats 


with making wild proposals in an effort 
to gather votes during this national elec- 
tion year. He charged the opposite party 
with being irresponsible toward the coun- 
try and only interested in its own parti- 
san affairs. 


The theme of Crane's address last 


night was a familiar one: He saw the 
hope of the country resting in the histori- 
cal motives and the present directions of 
the Republican party. At one point the 
congressman said, "The Republicans 
represent the last best hope for the na- 
tion," and he evoked the name and the 


aura of President Lincoln and'Lincoln's 
concern for Republican standards. 


In the area of national security, Crane 


once again raised the spector of an "un- 
friendly and dangerous world." 


Crane warned of the continuing men- 


ace of the Soviet Union and particularly 
of the Soviet Union's sea power. 


IN CALLING FOR a greater aware- 


ness of the dangers of unpreparedness, 
Crane accused the news media of being 
unfair and biased toward a view opposite 
from his own. 


"The news media will parrot the voice 


of Fulbright," he said,"instead of report- 
ing the concerns of Mel Laird. 


The news media is feeding and in- 


flaming irresponsible messages of dis- 
armament." 


Crane's attack on the media for its 


bias and unfairness was greeted with ap- 
plause by the audience. 


Crane concluded his speech with a ral- 


lying cry for the principles of the Re- 
publican party. Drawing on what he 
termed historical accuracies he told his 
audience of the great suspicion of the 
founding fathers of the country towards a 
pure Democracy. .Crane said the original 
principles of the Republican party — 
calling for individual freedom within 
boundaries of restraint — were the prin- 
ciples which should guide this nation and 
will be the only principles of its salva- 
tion.

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Marji Bank's Really 'Hooked' On Thealer

Marjl Bank is one of the rare actresses 


who took her time in filing for an actor's 
Equity card. She waited at least seven 
years, It wasn't that she wasn't good 
enough to turn professional... she sim- 
ply didn't want to. 


With no need to support herself, Mrs. 


Bank found it extremely satisfying just 
actively participating in community the- 
ater. 


It was the chance to read for the role 


of Big Mama in "Cat on a Hot Tin Roof" 
at the Ivanhoe Theatre two, years ago 
that served as the final irresistible en- 
ticement. 


Marji landed the role and turned pro- 


fessional. Since that play, she has had 
leading roles In other productions at the 
Ivanhoe and outlying theaters including 
Arlington Park Theatre where she was 
on stage last summer with Ann Sothern 
in "Personal Appearance." 


SHE IS CURRENTLY winding up a 


starring role at Country Club Theatre in 
"Plaza Suite." For her performance in 


the three separate vignettes that make 
up the sophisticated Neil Simon comedy 
she has been nominated for a Joseph 
Jefferson award for most promising ac- 
tress. , .which, to be sure, is somewhat 
misleading. 


Marji is in fact new-born to the profes- 


sional stage. Yet it is,also true that she 
is a veteran actress. 


"I had never wanted to go profes- 


sional," she said during a recent inter- 
view. "However, I did like what George 
Keathley (director of Ivanhoe Theatre) 
was doing, and the only way I could 
work for him was to go professional." 


Keathley asked her to read for the role 


of Big Mama just as she was beginning 
to rehearse for another play being staged 
by the North Shore Community Guild. 


"I KEPT SAYING no," she said. "But 


then I thought I must be out of my head 
to balance five performances with six 
weeks' worth. After all, I thought, would 
it hurt just to read for the part? 


"To be perfectly honest I never 


thought I could mix the two," she com- 


mented on her acting career and her 
home life. "I am happily married with 
two children." 


Marji's two daughters are now in their 


teens and no longer require a mother's 
constant attention. 


"My husband is all for it," she said. 


"He is very generous with his time. I 
couldn't do this unless I was married to 
a very mature, totally secure man who is 
not threatened in any way." Grinning, 
she added, "He doesn't want me to play 
small roles .. . only the leads." 


A GRADUATE OF Northwestern with 


a degree in speech, Marji never dreamed 
of an acting career. In fact she never 
cared to leave Chicago. Her greatest as- 
piration was to land a job in radio. 


And she did. But once Marji got into 


radio, she decided she wasn't cut out for 
it. 


After taking an acting course at Hull 


House in Chicago, Mrs. Bank became ac- 
quainted with the community theaters in 
the area. 


"Until you're in . . .you don't even

Acting once even served as a form of 


therapy. Following major surgery Marji 
started rehearsals for one play two days 
after returning home from the hospital. 


"IT WAS A marvelous thing to hap- 


pen," she said. "I had lines to learn in- 
stead of stewing at home. I was leery 
then of staying at home after that pro- 
duction so I asked my husband if he 
would mind if I did the next show. And 
then I got hooked. One thing led to anoth- 
er. The kids were getting older and the- 
ater became very important to me." 


Of the three separate acts that all re- 


volve around different guests who stay in 
Suite 719 of the Plaza Hotel, Marji said 
she enjoys playing in the first, as Karen 
the most. 


"It does have serious undertones," she 


said of the first act, "but I try to keep it 
as light as possible." 


Karen is a middle-aged wife who Is at- 


tempting to relive her honeymoon night 
at the Plaza Hotel. Only her husband is 


less than the romantic man she married 
24 years ago. In fact the years together 
have rubbed open running sores. Yet 
through the entire scene, Karen retains a 
witty kind of humor, even when Sam 
tells her he is having an affair. 


WHILE MARJI is certainly not aller- 


gic to comedy and has been recognized 
for her superior performance in "Plaza 
Suite," she does prefer drama. 


"I do not like to be aware of the au- 


dience while I am on stage," she said. 
"If they are laughing it's O.K. Otherwise 
I'm worrying why they're not. With dra- 
ma you can more quickly forget," she 
continued. With drama there is no au- 
dible feedback. 


"I'm not saying the audience isn't im- 


portant, but an actor, I feel, can do his 
best work when working for his own 
sense of reality. The audience whose ac- 
tors are playing to them is being 
cheated. 


"I really like drama," she smiled, "be- 


cause I guess I laugh enough off stage." 


Ce Celea Garner Works 


While Other Folks Play

Leisure tune is big business to local 


theaters. For Mrs. Ce Celea Garner, 
manager of Willow Creek Theatre in Pal- 
atine, it means working when most 
people are playing . . . with holidays 
being the most tiring and hectic days of 
all. 


"There is no such thing as can't in this 


work or don't know how," said Mrs. Gar- 
ner who is used to putting in a full seven- 
day work week. 


"In this operation you have to take 


business to heart. It isn't glamorous but 
I love working with the public. I guess 
it's in my blood. 


"I've done this type of work all my 


life," she continued, "only in a different 
capacity . . . booking conventions and 
being involved in a lot of hotel work," 


MRS. GARNER'is at the theater dally 


to see that everything is in order when 
the doors open for the first showing. She 
is responsible for maintaining the theater 
in all aspects, even down to making sure 
the popcorn is always fresh. 


When the janitor becomes ill, she her- 


self must come in earlier to clean up the 
prior night's collection of empty candy 
boxes and beverage cups. 


At ease and confident in her work, she 


does not necessarily consider her job at 
all unusual. But if Mrs. Garner would 
look around, she would find less than a 
handful of women in similar theater 
management positions. 


"The only disadvantage in being a 


woman is that you take a lot of criticism 
from the opposite sex who haven't been 
as successful and who look down their 
noses with such accusations as ... what 
are you doing in this job? It's a man's 
job. 


"I WAS WIDOWED very young and 


have always handled a man-sized job," 
she said. "I couldn't have supported my 
family on a woman's salary." 


While Mrs. Garner said there are few 


problems involved in the actual opening 
of a new theater, the most difficult and 
important task is finding out what the 
residents in the area want to see. 


"We're still acting on a research basis 


to find out what the neighborhood will 
support," she said. "It takes about two 
years to find out. I felt probably family 
type pictures would do well because this 
is a family environment. 


"Unfortunately it is difficult to get 


families to the theater when they can sit 
home and watch a 'G' rated film on tele- 
vision."

WILLOW CREEK recently ran an ex- 


clusive Chicago showing of the huge pro- 
duction, "The Greatest 
Story 
Ever 


Told," rated "G." 


"We started 
advertising a month 


ahead of time but we still didn't get local 
support. From a questionnaire, we dis- 
covered we had pulled from DeKalb, 
Rockford, Joliet, Hobart and Hammond. 
But we should have been drawing from 
folks in the area. 


"There is no set pattern really," said 


Mrs. Garner when asked what movies 
can always be counted on to draw large 
audiences. Walt Disney's "Song of the 
South" was well accepted she said. Yet 
even Walt Disney films are not always a 
safe bet. 


"About the time we think we have it, a 


film that we expect to go over good turns 
out to be a flop. We have had duds. You 
just like to forget about them." 


WHILE WILLOW CREEK does show 


for the most part films suitable for gen- 
eral audiences, one week last year two 
"X" rated Danish films ran. 


"I was ready to bury my head but 


people came from far and wide to see 
the 'X' films," said Mrs. Garner who 
really has no jurisdiction as to what will 
be shown at the theater. She can only 
write and relay suggestions. The actual 
decision is made by a separate buyer out 
of the area. 


"I run a risque picture and I have

Often rerunning older movies is suc- 


cessful. Receiving comeback support at 
Willow Creek were "Girl In My Soup," 
"Mad, Mad World," and "Funny Girl."

"I LIKE my job and find it most inter- 


esting," said Mrs. Garner. "I feel I am 
accomplishing something for the general 
public. 


"I've made a host of friends and many

Sometimes they also include 
constructive criticism, and I always ap- 
preciate that too."

He's Happy With 'Nichols' 


TV Stars Still A Good Bet: James Garner

HOLLYWOOD — There's a constant 


argument raging in Hollywood these 
days. You'll hear the discussion wher- 
ever you go — sets, offices, massage 
parlors, anywhere. It is over the question 
of what good, if any, it does a TV show 
to have a big star for its leading charac- 
ter. 


The anti-star people point to the failure 


of Shirley MacLaine, Anthony Quinn and 
Tony Curtis as proof that star names 
mean nothing to TV viewers. The pro- 
star advocates say that those glitterers 
had poor properties, that given a good 
show they would have done wen. 


James Garner, as you might expect, is 


iteadfast on the side of stars. He is, after 


all, one of that elite number. And his own 
NBC show, "Nichols," is holding its own, 
though the jury is still out on whether it 
can be called a success. 


"Stars on TV are still a good bet," he 


says. "All things being equal, the au- 
dience will watch the show that has the 
star." 


The problem, of course, is to get all 


those things equal. TV is such a chancy 
medium at best. There are so many ris- 
ky elements over which the star has no 
control — the lead-in, the opposition, the 
night of the week. 


THERE IS another factor to TV, and 


here the star has an edge. It takes 
awhile for the public to get to know a 
new series. There are many famous 


cases of shows which started off slowly, 
and eventually caught on — "Bonanza" 
and "The Dick Van Dyke Show" are two 
examples. 


A star has the muscle to insist on at 


least a full season's run, which gives the 
audience a better chance to inspect his 
wares. 


"One thing about being a star," Gar- 


ner says, "is that you can get 24 firm 
shows — or you don't play." 


"Nichols," by the time the season is 


over, will be familiar to the home au- 
dience. Garner's deal, which he was able 
to negotiate because he's a big name, 
made that possible. He feels at least he 
will have been able to give his show a 
solid chance. 


He thinks his show is good. It's differ- 


ent, he says, and anything different takes 
a little longer to catch on. 


"I THINK WE'LL make it," he says. 


"We'd finally managed to win our time 
period on Thursday nights when NBC 
switched our time slot to Tuesday." 


It has to last awhile, he says, if he's to 


realize anything from it. 


"There's no money in TV for four or 


five years," he says, "not until you have 
more lhan 50 shows to syndicate." 


But he says it wasn't the money he 


was after when he decided to do the 
show. He does admit, with his usual 
frankness, that money is nice. 


"I got into acting in the first place," he 


says, "only because it was the only way 
I could make this much money. And 
that's the only reason I'm staying in it. 


"But I finally realized why I'm in TV 


now. It isn't the money — I could make 
more money making pictures. It's the 
challenge. I wanted to see if I could still 
make good on TV, after 11 years away 
from it." 


BESIDES, HE SAYS, the pictures to- 


day are mostly "pornographic non- 
sense," and he wants no part of that 
genre. He's happy with "Nichols," thinks 
its good — "no matter what happens, 
we've made a contribution in launchin" 
Margot Kidder and Stu Margolin" - and 
enjoys making it. 


The only thing that he doesn't like is 


that he never gets to see his daughter 
She's 13, and Garner, most weeks, only 
communicates with her on the telephone,

Dear Dorothy: Wonder if you've ever 


heard of the problem bothering me? 
When I put articles containing polyester 
into the washer with other types of laun- 
dry, the polyester or cotton-and-polyester 
items come out with tightly clinging lint.

One 
solution might be to either separate the 
wash or put the polyester materials in 
nylon net bags with the rest of the wash. 
Also make sure your lint filter has been

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Dear Dr. Lamb ~ I would like to know 


what it can be that makes me hear my 
heart beat through my right ear. This 
condition is almost driving me crazy, be- 
cause H happens every time I am lying 
down trying to get to sleep. I have gone 
to the Eye, Ear & Throat Clinic, but they 
can't find anything wrong with my ears. 


Dear Reader — It is perfectly normal. 


Many people can lie on their side and 
hear their heart beat. I suppose that a 
person who is more conscious and aware 
of his body is more apt to hear his heart 
beat and, of course, if the heart beats 
very forcefully this is a factor. 


Actually, the force of the heart beat is 


much greater than most people realize. 
In the old-fashioned spring beds you 
could watch the bed move in relationship 
to the heart beat. There is even one de- 
vice, the ballisto cardiogram, which has 
been designed to take advantage of the 
fact that the body vibrates with each 
heart beat. 


These instruments record the actual 


oscillations of the whole body that occurs 
with each beat. There are many vari- 
ations of these including bars that are 
rested on the shin bones and devices that 
are placed on the chest. But they all at- 
test to the fact that the mechanical force 
of the heart beat can cause the entire 
body to vibrate. 1 think the best thing I 
can tell you is just to stop worrying 
about It. It hasn't anything to do with 
your ears. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you tell me 


why nitroglycerin is prescribed five min- 
utes before a meal? Also what is tincture 
of belladonna for? 


Dear Reader — Nitroglycerin tablets 


are commonly used to relieve chest pain 
caused by heart disease (angina pec- 
toris). They can also cause relaxation of 
the muscles in the esophagus. I would 
guess, however, that the reason the nit- 
roglyeerin is being given before meals is 
to prevent any pain or difficulty from the 
heart. Some people who have chest pain 
after eating because of the heart can be 
successfully treated this way. The tablet

before the meal prevents the chest pain. 
In a similar fashion, nitroglycerin tablets 
are sometimes prescribed before ex- 
ercise which ordinarily would produce 
chest pain. 


Tincture of belladonna is an antispas- 


modic. It is sometimes used in digestive 
upsets and problems such as stomach ul- 
cers or related disorders. It also has a 
soothing or sedativelike effect. It, too, is 
frequently used in treatment of heart dis- 
ease. Thus, I would think that both of 
these medicines are being given for that 
reason, although it is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that they might be 
used for spasm of the esophagus.

The Lions finished second to Hinsdale 
Central in the conference, won the York 
Regional and downed Maine East 63-49 
Wednesday night to advance to the 
championship game. 


Maine South coach Bernie Brady, is set 


at three starting positions, but may be a 
bit undecided for his other two starting 
berth*. 


Hick Kucera, a sharp-shooting 6-2 


guard, will definitely be a starter as will 


6-6 center Tom Spicer and 6-4 forward 
Jerry Jones. Kucera is averaging 18 
points per game, Jones 18 and Spicer 17. 


The other two starling positions will be 


filled by 6-5 Bob West man, 0-1 Bill Har- 
bcck or 6-2 Greg Ciezadlo. If Westman 
.starts, he will be at a forward. Harbcck's 
starting just would be a guard. Ciezadlo 
can fill in at their guard or forward. 


Westman is the best rebounder of the 


three, Harbeck the best defensive player 
and Ciezadlo the best shooter. Ciezadlo 
tallied 22 points to lead the Hawks past 
St. Patrick. 


Since LaGrange employs a tight half- 


court press, Brady may use a three- 
guard attack, which would include Cie- 
zadlo and Harbeck in the starting lineup 
with Westman as the top reserve. 


LaGrange coach Ron Nikcevich will 


start Pat Thompson and Tom Netzel at 
the guards, John Keeve and Brad Warble 
at the forwards and Mike Ourada at cen- 
ter, On Nikcevich's roster, he lists 
Keeve, Warble and Ourada at 6-feet-5. 
But, Nifccevich is telling a little fib. Ail 
are 6-6 or taller. 


Thompson is 5-10 and Netzel, who led 


the Lions with 22 points against Maine 
East, Is 6-1. Thompson is averaging 12 
points per game, Netzel 11, Keeve 17, 
Warble 11 and Ourada 12. 


Kucera, who can hit from any place on 


the floor, and Spicer, who is deadly from 
the corners, will have to have their jump 
shots on target since LaGrange is not a 
team to allow anyone to come waltzing 
down 
the lane unattended. Keeve, 


Warble and Ourada clog up the middle 
with a zone defense and this trio is very 
quick and very strong and outstanding on 
defense. The three are muscular, but not 
hefty — they're built more along the 
lines of Jerry Lucas, 


Perhaps the key to Maine South's suc- 


cess will be Jones, Though he will be 
giving away two or two and a half inches 
under the boards, Jones will be relied on 


for his usual 18 points and dozen 
rebounds. Positioning and block out are 
his best attributes, so Jones could very 
well come through with his usual per- 
formance. 


The most questioned aspect about 


Maine South this season is the Hawks' 
ability in the close games. Most of the 
Hawks' victories were by 20 points or 
more and their only loss was by 31 
points, 100-69 to East Aurora. 


Tuesday night against St. Patrick, the 


Hawks proved that they could win a cru- 
cial close one. Maine South trailed by six 
points for most of the first half, but ral- 
lied to win by eight. 


LaGrange will present a few defensive 


problems to the Hawks. Thompson is a 
superb outside shooter and Netzel was 
surprisingly 
accurate 
against Maine 


East. The tall frontcourt is also capable 
of hitting from the outside as well as 
driving to the basket, 


Brady will probably employ a man-to- 


man defense, as he has done all season, 
but, with that defense, he must avoid 
mismatches in height. To do this, West- 
man should see plenty of action. 


For Maine South to win,Nthe Hawks 


must not permit LaGrange's half-court 
press to cause havoc in the backcourt, 
Kucera and Spicer must have hot nights, 
the defense must not allow Thompson 
and Netzel to fire away at will from 15 
feet and the rebounders, Spicer and 
Jones, must get their share. 


For LaGrange to win, the Lions will 


have to scrap their zone defense since 
Kucera can score 25 to 30 points over any 
zone, the big fellows must control the 
boards and clog the middle and Thomp- 
son and Netzel must hold turnovers to a 
minimum against Maine South's full- 
court press. 


Adding it all up, it appears that Maine 


South has the slight edge in material. 
The winning edge should read something 
like 73-70.
